Rep. Rawson Flays Two Cent Gasoline Tax Increase 


39 APARTMENT AREAS AVAILABLE 
IN PROPOSED RESIDENCE 0 ZONE 


Survey by Taxpayers’ Ass’n 
Cites Lots of 24,000 Sq. Feet 

In view of the interest surrounding the proposal to create a 
new Residence D zone allowing the construction of garden apart¬ 
ments under certain conditions and subject to the discretion of the 
Board of Aldermen, Lorenz F. Muther, Jr., Executive Director of 
The Taxpayers' Association has checked the zoning map as pro¬ 
posed, with the Sanborn Map (Fire Alarm) at City Hall to deter¬ 
mine approximately how many presently vacant lots could have 
garden apartments put on them today if the Adams proposals 
were accepted. 

According to Muther, a total of thirty-nine such areas in the 
whole of the city were located, some which are city owned prop- 
perty, some are used for private parking, a substantial tract is 
generally under water and some always is, some areas involve lots 
with very precipitous grades, and two abut railroad freight sidings. 
DISCUSSES SITUATION 

In discussing this phase of the situation, Muther stated: 

“Without claiming perfect accuracy, the list can be said to be 
quite complete. No attempt was made to check into the possible 
situations arising if certain present structures were torn down, nor 
where a remodelling job might be attempted, but as far as exist¬ 
ing vacant lots are concerned, it seems apparent that they are so 
located and so few in number that even if they could be built on 
with garden apartments as a matter of right, no measurable 
change in the character of the city would be noticeable. 

“The list follows, and the Taxpayers’ Association would be 
glad to receive information of any locations in the present General 
* Residence or Private Residence zones, of 24,000 square feet or 
more, and now vacant, which we may have missed. 

“The Taxpayers’ Association recently sent a communication to 
the Committee on Claims and Rules recommending a curtailment 
of the over all areas to which the garden apartment provisions of 
the Adams Report might be applied.”

We Republicans 
tried to postpone the ‘Gas Tax’ 
bill until after passage of the 
budget, but the Democrats pre¬ 
vented postponement, because 
they have more votes than we.

G.O.P. Leaders Wary of Waging 
Campaign on International Issues . . . 
Committee in Quandary on Graft Charges.. 

A number of Republican leaders have 
reached the conclusion that it might be a 
serious mistake to pitch next year's G.O.P. 
Presidential campaign on international is¬ 
sues and link it to the policies of General 
MacArthur. 

This attitude was reflected in the speeches 
and pronouncements of several of the top 
party chieftains who appeared at the recent 
national convention of young Republicans. 

An exception, of course, is Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy of Wisconsin, but his attacks 
upon Secretary of Defense George C. Mar¬ 
shall and Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
now have become too venomous for most of 
the members of his own party. 

Its going a little too far for the 
average American, whatever his politi¬ 
cal affiliations, when McCarthy assails 
Marshall as a liar and accuses Acheson 
of betraying his country. Such allega¬ 
tions go far beyond the bounds of any 
ordinary differences of political opinion. 
This observer sat in the balcony of the 
main ballroom of the Hotel Statler at the 
convention of the young G.O.P. members, lis¬ 
tened to McCarthy and watched him, and 
earlier attended the press conference the 
Wisconsin Senator conducted. 

McCarthy could not be considered a good 
speaker, and it was definitely our impression 
that he delivers speeches written for him 
by some hatchetman. He makes the most 
bitter and sensational charges, couched 
usually in generalities, but he presented no 
real facts to back up his allegations. 

In his Boston speech, for example, Mc¬ 
Carthy chaged that a “treasonous docu¬ 
ment” signed the death warrant for all the 
men killed in Korea and for those who, he 
said, are to die in Iran, Indo-China, Paris 
and Berlin. 

Three experienced newspaper reporters, 
listening to McCarthy and following the text 
of his prepared speech, had three different 
conceptions of what McCarthy meant by the 
“treasonous document,” and this writer left 
with the impression that McCarthy himself 


wasn’t sure just what he did mean. He was 
just reading a speech somebody had written 
for him. 

A sizeable portion of the young Repub¬ 
licans viewed McCarthy as they would a 
famous actor. He was billed as a speaker 
who would exude oratorical fire and brim¬ 
stone. They didn’t necessarily agree with 
what he said, but hearing him say it was 
something like attending a show. They gave 
him a big ovation when he entered and left 
the ballroom, applauded politely at times 
during his address and then tried to figure 
out what he had said to warrant such a 
bitter attack at a man like General Marshall. 

Older and more experienced heads in 
the Republican party confer there is a 
tone of irresponsibility to most of Mc¬ 
Carthy’s charges, that the American 
people are not likely to agree that Gen¬ 
eral Marshall is a liar, or that Acheson 
deliberately betrayed them in Korea. 

Even Senator Margaret Chase Smith, who 
is so conservative that she makes it a point 
never to allow newspapers to have advance 
copies of her speeches and will give out the 
written text of her addresses only after she 
has delivered them, observed that she knew 
of no facts to support McCarthy’s allegations 
against Acheson and Marshall. 

So many outstanding Republicans of the I 
stamp of Senators Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., 
and Leverett Saltonstall have opposed the 
theories of General MacArthur on how to 
conduct the war in Korea that the top G.O.P. 
planners surmise they might be on dangerous 
ground with such a campaign issue. 

Thus, speakers such as National Commit¬ 
teeman Sinclair Weeks urged the G.O.P. sons 
and daughters to concentrate on talking 
about graft and corruption, what they termed 
“moral decay,” mink coats and the like. 

They made it plain that they consider the 
1952 campaign should be based strictly on 

domestic issues. 

***** 

Members of the House rules committee 
are in a quandary as to what to do about the 
graft probe they have been conducting which 
now' reposes in their collective laps. 

Worcester County District Attorney Al¬ 
fred B. Cenedella has testified before the 
committee that Judge John S. Derham of 
thq Uxbridge district court told him of a 
$3000 payoff that v’as to be made to a high 
State official in a State land-taking case. 

Judge Durham has denied to the commit¬ 
tee that he ever told Cenedella any such 
story. Both made second appearances before 
the committee thi%week and stood by their 
stories, after reading the testimony given 
by the other. 

Now' the rules committee members are in 
a position where it’s difficult to go ahead 
and just as awkward to stop. 

They can’t very well drop the probe be¬ 
cause the people of the State look to the 
committee for some answers, and they could 
draw the accusation of administering a white¬ 
wash if they are not careful. 

On the other hand, if they summon 
the well-known high State official in for 
questioning, as they may do, his name 
will immediately be known and sus¬ 
picion directed at him although no speci¬ 
fic allegations have been directed against 
him. 

Cenedella takes the attitude that the mat¬ 
ter ought to be adopted because of the im¬ 
plication of graft involved. He has stressed 
that he made no charges against the high 
State official, that he merely repeated a story 
told to him by Derham—a story Derham in¬ 
sists he never told. 

In answer to questions from readers, it j 
can be stated that the official referred to by! 
Cenedella is not a member of Governor 
Dever’s office and in no way connected w'ith 
it.

— Newton Profile —

Based wholly upon the premise 
that “a good deed is never lost” 
has this housewife and mother 
dedicated the past thirteen years 
of her life to those less fortunate 
than herself. 

Mrs. John F. Light, of 195 Wal¬ 
tham Street, West Newton, the 
former Ruth Blaisdell of Wal¬ 
tham, is permanent chairman of 
the Waltham Guiding Light Club 
tor blind people. 

Back in 1938, Ruth Light 
first became interested in 
working with the blind when 
she was asked to drive a few 
of these people to a social func¬ 
tion here in Newton. Appalled 
at the apathy displayed hy 
most people in volunteering to 
drive the blind, she decided 
right then that she would find 
someone with the deep inner 
feeling of wanting to help to 
start an organization whose 
sole function would be to give 
blind people a small measure 
of assistance. Finding the right 
person for this task was not 
as easy as she had anticipated, 
so naturally Ruth Light took 
over. 

In those early days, interest¬ 
ing people into helping the blind 
was rough going. It took a great 
deal of persuasion and ringing 
of doorbells to get started. How¬ 
ever, with a boost of 100% co¬ 
operation of the Waltham Wo¬ 
men’s club solidly behind her, 
Ruth Light forged ahead. What 
she has done from that time to 
this is a living memorial to her 
efforts. 

Realizing that what blind peo¬ 
ple need most is the companion¬ 
ship of others similarly afflicted, 
a purely social club for the blind 
was born, with 18 blind people 
attending that first meeting at 
the Perkins Institute for the 
Blind. The funds for this first 
get-together were raised from a 
bridge party held at the Hovey 
Institute in Waltham. Getting 
off to a flying start with that 
first successful party, the idea 
actually snowballed. After that, 
it was not too hard to get other 
people willing and able to donate 
time or small sums of money for 
this work. White elephants for 
rummage sales and homes open¬ 
ed for garden parties were next 
in the campaign to raise funds; 
this fund raising, by one means 
or another has been functioning 
since that small beginning in 
1938. 

At the present time there 
are 15 women actively engaged 
in working with Ruth Light, 
four of whom have been with 
her since the beginning. These 
women, called the Committee 
for the Blind, are members 
of the Waltham Women’s Club. 
Ruth Light feels sincerely that 
“so much is due my committee 
for their unswerving loyalty 
and devotion to this cause. 
Without their help it would 
be Impossible for me to accom¬ 
plish so much. No task is too 
hard, no job too distasteful, 
hours mean nothing when my 
committee sets out to help me. 
31ay I give an extra pat on 
the back to my co-chairman, 
Mrs, William MacKay who has 
been a tower of strength to 
me through all these years?” 
As a fitting tribute, the Guid¬ 
ing Light Club was named for 
Ruth Light, even though she 
modestly feels that she does not 
deserve such a signal honor. The 
name was chosen by the blind 
members of the club when they 
were groping for a suitable name. 
I believe the name is fitting. 
There is no doubt about the 
fact that she is the "Light” that 
guides the blind! 

I learned that the Guiding 
Light Club is non-sectarian; its 
membership is open to any blind 
person (25% vision or less) ir¬ 
respective of race, color or age. 
As a case in point, there is a 
girl of 19 and a woman of 91, 
with a scattering of ages and 
sexes in between. 'There are 12 
active members and 14 inactive. 
These inactive members are 


: either confined at home or are 
patients in rest homes. 

Ruth Light explained to me 
just what form her socials take 
for the blind. To begin with, 
there are monthly meetings ex¬ 
cept July and August, held at 
various Women’s Clubs and pri¬ 
vate homes in Waltham and New¬ 
ton and other surrounding com¬ 
munities.

and from their destination. Actu¬ 
ally, these socials have become 
an important part of the lives 
of these blind folks. It gives 
them an opportunity to meet 
with others just like themselves; 
they are able to create, for a 
time at least, a world all their 
own, a highlight in a world of 
limited living. And above all, 
they form fast friendships not 
only with other blind, but with 
understanding individuals, like 
Ruth Light, who have the feel¬ 
ing and the willingness to help. 

At Christmastime, parties are 
a must, when a basket filled 
with fruit, homemade cookies 
and candy is presented to each 
member, active or shut-in. Ruth 
told me that she has delivered 
many baskets via taxi — espe¬ 
cially when the snow has been 
too heavy for her to drive thru. 

The wind-up each year is 
a picnic held on the lovely 
grounds of the Light home. 

It has been held there for the 
past 13 years! I had the good 
fortune to be present at this 
year’s picnic and It was so 
easy fo? me to see just what 
these people think of Ruth 
Light. Watching the sure man¬ 
ner in the way these people 
handled themselves, hearing 
their laughter, listening to 
them exchange ideas on sum¬ 
mer plans made me realize that 
the effect or real help from 
sighted people on those un¬ 
able to see was something that 
touched on greatness. 

When Ruth Light spoke, all 
eyes, yes, all the sightless eyes,! 
turned in the direction to where ! 
this gracious woman stood. With 
a warm and vibrant voice she 
told them of all the happenings 
of the past month that would j 
interest them, of a member con¬ 
fined to a hospital, of another 
rway in California who is plan¬ 
ning to come back to visit his 
blind friends in September, a 
letter from a blind friend in 
Germany was read; it was their 
“Ruth” speaking. At that point, 

I was thoroughly convinced that 
even though these people could 
not see, their picture of Ruth 
Light was just as lucid as the 

I one I had. 

| Among other things, this busy 
woman finds time to work with 
(he State Division for the Blind, 
in this capacity she finds ways 

' in which to help her club that 


are not entirely social. She en¬ 
courages them to get ,talking 
books. Talking books are actu¬ 
ally a form of portable victrola 
put out by the Library of Con¬ 
gress and alloted to each state 
for use by the blind. These are 
loaned through the State Divi¬ 
sion of Education, free of charge, 
tor life. The records, or books if 
you will, played either soft or 
loud, are issued on all subjects— 
music, languages, literature, his¬ 
tory, travel, etc. There is even 
a monthly issue of Reader’s Di¬ 
gest, and these records too, are 
delivered free of charge. 

Even though this Committee 
for the Blind raises funds to be 
used primarily for social pur¬ 
poses, there are times when an 
extreme case will merit consi¬ 
deration. Ruth Light recalls one 
case that stands out in her 
memory. Her attention had been 
called to a particular case of a 
blind man ill with diabetes. Due 
to his lack of funds, it was diffi¬ 
cult for him to seek proper medi¬ 
cal attention. Ruth took it upon 
herself to see that this man was 
admitted to a hospital. It was 
with a great deal of surprise 
that she learned from the phy¬ 
sician in charge of the case that 
this man’s vision could be re¬ 
stored if his eyes were operated 
on. Hearing this, Ruth really 
went to work. The operation, 
which took place subsequently, 
was a success and the man was 
able to see with the help of 
glasses. 

An unmistakable show of tears 
welled up in Ruth Light’s eyes 
as she said, “I was present the 
day that man put his glasses 
on for the first time. It was 
a rainy, sodden sort of day and 
when that man, blind for so 
long, turned to me and said 
that I looked like the most beau¬ 
tiful woman in the whole world* 
I was sure, for that man at least, 
the sun was shining in its full 
glory. That day was my birth¬ 
day and as far as I can re¬ 
member, it has been the most 
wonderful birthday present I 
ever received. Imagine being in¬ 
strumental in helping restore the 
sight of another human being!” 

This woman feels so strongly 
that blind people do not want 
either pity or sympathy and 
that their “greatest need Is 
friendship with sighted people.” 
For that reason when she has 
time, she takes blind people 
for drives through the country 
and for a time is their eyes 
in describing in minute detail 
all she herself sees. 

I found Ruth Light an amaz¬ 
ingly active individual. In spite 
of the tremendous amount of 
w'ork she does for the Guiding 
Light Club she is still able to 
manage an efficient schedule in 
the maintenance of her home for 
her husband and teenage son 
and the care of an ailing mother. 
Several times a year she mails 
a “Care” package to a blind man 
in the Russian zone in Leipsig, 
Germany. Four times a year she 
attends meeting as a member of 
the Mass. Council for the Social 
Agencies for* the Blind. During

Speaking in a serious vein, 
Ruth Light says emphatically 
that “these people are always an 
inspiration to me. Watching their 
infinite patience in doing over 
and over again the little things 
that we with sight take so much 
for granted leaves me very 
humble. I always leave a Guiding 
Light meeting feeling that these 
people deserve all the help they 
can get. I admire tremendously 
their courage and fortitude in 
being able to overcome the limita¬ 
tions of blindness.” 

Looking into the future, this 
ardent worker intends to carry 
on with her work as long as ■ 
she is able.

New Englanders are building 
their houses larger this year, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Bos¬ 
ton recently reported in its 

Monthly Review. 

During the first five months of 
1951 contract awards for one- 

family houses for sale or rent 

exceeded those in the same pe¬ 
riod of 1950 by 14 percent in the 
number of units. The total 
floor area in these units, how¬ 
ever. was 23 percent greater than 
during the first five months in 
1950. 

These figures show that larger 
houses arc being planned and 
that the proportions of the spe¬ 
culative building program are 
greater this year than last, both 
in respect to the number of 
houses being planned and the 
size of the houses. Single houses 
are being built to sell—not for 
investment on a rental basis. 

The public demand for new 
housing is being sustained by a 
high level of personal incomes, 
the rapid increase of families, 
and the desire or actual need to 
move to another location.

Some G.O.P. observers have expressed 
surprise at the comeraderie that exists be¬ 
tween Democratic and Republican members 
of the State Senate and an apparent un¬ 
written agreement not to embarass each 
other.

When the budget finally was adopted, with¬ 
out a rollcall, Powers and several Democrats 
were speeding north on their fishing ren¬ 
dezvous, but the Republicans kept their part 
of the bargain and allowed the compromise 
budget to be adopted. Since the Senate is 
the sole branch of the State government 
which the G.O.P. controls, some of the top 
party leaders are not at all impressed at the 
cooperation which their Solons extend to the 
Democrats.

Dr. Morris states that in New¬ 
ton this danger has been reduced 
to an absolute minimum, since 
the theatre managers have co¬ 
operated splendidly with the 
Health Department by regularly 
applying a fungicide to the back 
of the chair and by vacuuming 
the seat backs thoroughly after 
each show in order to pick up 
“broken-off hairs’’ which might 
spread the infection to others. 

Since early diagnosis is essen 
tial in treating and preventing 
the spread of the infection, par¬ 
ents are advised to consult the 
family physician immediately 
should they note the above-de 
scribed signs in their children’s 
scalps.

"Some of the newer poison 
sprays for home gardens may 
contain tetroethyl pyrophos¬ 
phate and parathion compounds 
which are extremely toxic to 
humans,” warns Clarence I. 
Sterling Jr., Director of Sani¬ 
tary Engineering Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. 

The poisons contained in these 
insecticides may enter the body 
through the air, through food 
which has been sprayed, or by 
direct contact through the skin 
and eyes. Symptoms of poison¬ 
ing include headache, excessive 
sweating, giddiness, blurred vis¬ 
ion. weakness, nausea, cramps 
and diarrhea. 

“Absorbing even very small 
amounts of these organic phos¬ 
phate compounds is so danger¬ 
ous." said Mr. Sterling, "that

known insecticides, until safer 
compounds are developed.”

Rawson-Hamilton 
Sponsored Bill 
Signed by Coy. 

House Bill 950, filed by Rep¬ 
resentative George E. Rawso:i 
of Newton has been signed by 
Governor Dever as Chapter 489 
of thj Acts of 1951. T.»e legis¬ 
lation as originally petitioned for 
by the Mass. Hospital Associa¬ 
tion, sponsored by Dr. Stew¬ 
art Hamilton of the Newton* 
Wellesley Hospital and Rep. 
Rawson, provided that the state, 
counties, and municipalities 
should reimburse hospitals for 
the full cost of care of welfare 
and old age assistance patients. 

The Ways and Means Commit¬ 
tee, however, set a limit of $12 
per day on such reimbursements, 
and the act was passed with 
that amendment. It will help re¬ 
duce the deficit w'hic’- our volun¬ 
tary hospitals incur each year 
in caring for these patients and 
is a step toward the full reim¬ 
bursement. which our hospitals 
greatly need.

Numerous residents of the 
Nonamtum • Newton • Newtonville 
area took part in the heart, chest 
and diabetes tests which the New¬ 
ton Health Department conducted 
at the Hawthorn Recreation Cen¬ 
ter in Newton last Monday. The 
tests will be continued for a 
period of two weeks. 

The house to house canvassing, 
conducted by over 60 residents 
under the direction of Mrs. 
Gerald M. Swartz of 152 Crafts 
street, brought in a list of 1000 
names of persons who wished to 
be tested. Volunteers to serve 
as receptionists, clerks and typists 
at the screening center numbered 
50, in addition to many Red Cross 
nurses, nurses' aids. Gray Ladies, 
and staff aids. 

The Recreation Center, on Haw¬ 
thorn street, just off Watertown 
street, will be open from 2:30 to 
5 during the day on Monday, 
Wednesday. Thursday and Fri¬ 
day, and from 6:30 to 9 in the 
evening. On Saturday the hours 
are from 9:30 to 12 and 1:30 to 4. 

The three screening tests take 
about 15 minutes and are offered 
to persons 18 years of age or 
over. The test consists of ans- 
i wering questions relating to 
disease symptoms, measurement 
for height and weight, blood pres¬ 
sure, and a heart examination 
with a stetoscope. 

The tests are not being offered 
to those already under a phy¬ 
sician’s care for heart disease, 
tuberculosis or diabetes. 

It is possible to have heart 
disease, tuberculosis, or diabetes 
without knowing it, according to 
the report by the Newton Health 
Department. Doctors can pre¬ 
vent or delay the progress of 
all these diseases, especially if 
they can treat them early. It 
is the purpose of the screening 
tests - find the persons who 
would benefit most from going 
to their physicians for advice, 
diagnosis, or treatment. The pro¬ 
gram is limited to residents of 
the Nonantum-Newtonville area 
between Crafts street and the

A military funeral for Pfc. 
John D. Dellicicchi Jr., 24, of 
198 California street, who died 
a week ago of injuries received 
I in a tank accident at Fort Sill, 

| Okla., was held last Monday 
morning with a high mass of 
requiem at Our Lady Help of 
j Christians. 

The accident happened on May

immediately undertake the con¬ 
struction of this long needed 
project.” 

Enthusiastic over Representa¬ 
tive Herter’s endorsement Mr. 
Gath said. "Naturally, the en¬ 
dorsements of Representative 
Herter and Alderman Beale gives 
indications of the need of such 
swimming facilities in Newton 
because both of them are fa¬ 
miliar with the conditions in the 
north side of the city, particu¬ 
larly for youngsters. In addi¬ 
tion. their civic interest is well 
established. They have blazed 
the trail for other public spirited 
citizens to endorse this public 
hearing which is only the begin¬ 
ning for what should be a com¬ 
pleted project in 1952. 

“I cannot possibly conceive 
any objections being raised 
against the building of the Al¬ 
bemarle project when the public 
press tells of building of MDC 
pools at Waltham, Brighton. 
Cambridge and the coming dedi¬ 
cation of the beautiful facilities 
at the West End in Boston 
where $500,000 has been invest¬ 
ed by the state. While it may 
be admitted that Watertown 
marks the beginning of the so- 
called Charles River basin what 
about the needs of Newton 
youngsters and adults who have 
been deprived of the Charles 
River beaches because of pollu¬ 
tion. While I agitated city built, 
city operated swimming pools 
for three years no official action 
has ever been taken by Mayor 
Lockwood, the Board of Aider- 
men or the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion. In fact there’s a “man 
hunt” on right now at city hall 
trying to locate the petitions I 
filed on behalf of 1800 Newton 
citizens in 1948. 

"Through the -years in my va¬ 
rious sports activities I have co¬ 
operated wholeheartedly with 
the Recreation Commission. 
Frankly, without a breach of con¬ 
fidence. I am convinced if Recre¬ 
ation Commission Johnson had 
his way the Albemarle pool would 
now be in use. He admits that 
he heard of the petitions but 
never saw them. 

"With the acceptance of the 
Board of Aldermen of my re¬ 
quest for a public hearing it is 
my purpose to invite the various 
civic and social organizations in 
the city to send representatives 
to the hearing. 

"Commissioner Johnson has 
available plenty of facts and fig¬ 
ures regarding the building of 
pools throughout the country in¬ 
cluding the costs. Further. I am 
sure the MDC and the city au¬ 
thorities in Boston would gladly 
cooperate with Newton ir^ mak¬ 
ing available information regard¬ 
ing plans and costs for such pro¬ 
jects. 

"If any other public spirited 
citizens wish to cooperate with 
me like Representative Herter 
and Alderman Beale I will be glad 
to hear from them.”

Spotted Touch-Me-Not 

Gusts of wind help many wild plants to 
scatter their seeds, but the Spotted Touch- 
Me-Not doesn’t need the aid of passing 
breezes. Its seeds are locked inside small, 
oblong pods. At the slightest touch, the 
pods burst open, flinging seeds all around. 

The pressure may come from the weight 
of a falling twig or from a bird brushing 
against the plant. Sometimes, too, the stem 
of the Touch-Me-Not itself may move just 
enough to jiggle the pod. Then it explodes, 
just as if some tiny hand had pulled a hidden 
trigger. 

As a matter of fact, though, the pod 
doesn’t always wait to be touched. The Na¬ 
tional Wildlife Federation says that there 
comes a moment when it can’t remain closed 
any longer. At this stage of ripeness, the 
pod bursts by itself. 

The secret of the explosion is to be found 
in the way that the pod is built. It is con¬ 
structed of an elastic plant material and 
made so it will open into five coils. When 
fully grown and ripe, it is ready to lose the 
shape of a pod and let its coils unwind. In¬ 
stead of unfolding slowly, as the petals of a 
flower do. the coils jump out, as though they 
were tiny metal springs. 

The plant which bears these amazing pods 
is a member of the jewel-weed family. Some¬ 
times it stops growing at a height of two 
feet, but it may keep on until it is six feet 
tall. Spreading out from the main stalk are 
slender branches which bear long, narrow 
leaves, as well as the pods and delicate 
flowers. 

The flowers are pale orange or gold, and 
they are dotted with reddish-brown freckles 
Each bloom is about an inch long and rather 
slender. Deep inside is a generous amount of 
nectar. Darting hummingbirds, with their 
long bills, have no trouble in reaching the 
tempting sweetness. But bees have to force 
their way between the petals to get their 
share of the blossom’s treasure 

While the flowers bloom from July through 
September, you’ll have to tramp to some out- 
of-the-way places to see them With a liking 
for moist soil and shade, Spotted Touch-Me- 
Nots grow on low ground which stays wet 
much of the time Often they are found 
along ditches and streams and in damp wood¬ 
lands. 

According to the National Wildlife Feder¬ 
ation, the plants thrive over a wide range of 
territory. They do well all the way from 
parts of lower Canada southward through 
the United States to Florida and west to 
Missouri and Nebraska. 

\ Current Comment 

GOP Better Able to Draft Eisenhower 

11 General Dwight D. Eisenhower is a 
candidate for President next year, it prob¬ 
ably will be on the Republican ticket because 
the G.O.P. members are in a position to pro¬ 
mote a draft-Eisenhower boom while the 
Democrats aren’t. 

Neither Democrats nor Republicans can 
state with certainty what Eisenhower’s poli¬ 
tical leanings are, and it’s quite possible that 
his views are somewhere in between those 
of President Truman and Senator Taft. 

Sizeable groups in each political party 
would like to see Eisenhower nominated on 
their slate next year, each for the same 
reason. They believe he could defeat any 
candidate the other side could put up. 

You could safely assume that if the pro¬ 
fessional politicians in either the Democratic 
or Republican parties were hand-picking a 
President, it would not be Eisenhower be¬ 
cause of their uncertainty as to the degree 
of party regularity he would maintain in 
the White House. 

But they aren’t hand-picking a Presi¬ 
dent. They’re trying to select a candi¬ 
date who could win, and they figure that 
Eisenhower conies closer to meeting that 
requirement, whatever his shortcomings 
from a political standpoint might be, 
than anyone else they might select. 

With both parties talking about the pos¬ 
sibility of backing Eisenhower, the Repub¬ 
licans are in a position to do something 
about wooing Eisenhower politically while 
the Democrats aren’t. 

A number of prominent G. 0. P. figures, 
including Governor Dewey of New York and 
Senator Duff of Pennsylvania, are planning 
to stage a draft movement for the purpose 
of showing Eisenhower that the Republican 
Presidential nomination can be his if he 
wants it. 

The Democrats can’t do that, at least not 


now. President Truman is still the high 
man on their political totem pole, and unless 
and until he announces that he won’t be a 
candidate for reelection they can’t do any 
come-hither beckoning to Eisenhower. 

Because of this it’s possible that the Dem¬ 
ocrats may be caught with their draft down 
and may see the Republicans wrap up Eisen¬ 
hower as a Presidential prospect while they 
are still awaiting some word from Mr. Tru¬ 
man as to what he’s going to do. 

While the opinion on the matter is by no 
means unanimous, most of the persons 
closest to President Truman are convinced 
that he will stand for another term next 
year. 

As a matter of political strategy, however, 
the President could hardly say so now if he 
weren’t going to run again because if he did 
he would have a very difficult time maintain¬ 
ing any real degree of control over Congress, 
and that could be the reason he is being so 
coy concerning his future plans. 

The Eisenhower backers in the Republican 
ranks are under no such handicap. They 
simply have to conduct their movement 
cautiously and conservatively lest they make 
a mistake that would embarass Eisenhower 
in his present assignment and cause him to 
repudiate them. 

There has been some speculation as to 
whether Eisenhower is aware of the attempt 
by a bloc of Republicans to promote him as 
a candidate for the Presidency and, if so, 
what his silence concerning it means. 

It seems reasonably safe to assume that 
Eisenhower knows what is going on. The 
fact that he has not halted the movement 
with a pronouncement does not necessarily 
mean that he will agree to be a candidate 
when events require him to make a state¬ 
ment. 

In one sense, Eisenhower is in the 
same position as President Truman when 
it comes to saying he won’t run. The 
fact that he might be the next President 
of the United States adds enormously to 
his prestige in Western Europe and 
helps him in what he is attempting to do. 
General Eisenhower has made two con¬ 
flicting statements which are partly respon¬ 
sible for the doubt that exists as to whether 
he would agree to run for the Presidency 
on either national ticket. 

Back in 1948 he practically foreswore pub¬ 
lic office and expressed the conviction that 
office-Holding was not for professional sol¬ 
diers under the fundamental concept of our 
political system. More recently he is reputed 
to have said that no patriotic citizen could 
refuse a draft call. There is no question but 
that Eisenhower considers himself both a 
professional soldier and a patriotic citizen. 

Unless Eisenhower steps in and stops the 
movement being launched in his behalf, his 
name will be submitted next year to the 
voters in the Presidential primaries in some 
15 States, including Massachusetts, where 
delegates to the national conventions are 
elected by popular vote. 

Meanwhile, the Democrats have no real 
alternative but to stand by as onlookers 
while the Republicans attempt to sew up 
Eisenhower as a candidate.

Bronze Star 
For Heroism 
In Korea 

WITH THE THIRD INF. DIV. 
IN KOREA—Private First Class 
Richard Van Why, of Newton, 
Mass., has been awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal with "V” de¬ 
vice for heroism l*~ action, Third 
Infantry Division headquarters 
has announced. 

Pfc. Van Why, the husband 
of Mrs. Doris M. Van Why, of 
38 Elm street, Newton, is a mem¬ 
ber of Heavy Tank Company of 
the 7th Infantry Regiment. 

The action for which Pfc. Van 
Why was decorated occurred 
near Chong San-myen, Korea, 
when Pfc. Van Why’s tank unit 
was attacked by hostile forces. 
During the battle that followed, 
one of the tanks in the platoon 
became disabled and its occu¬ 
pants were forced to abandon 
the vehicle. 

When Pfc. Van Why saw that 
one of the crewmen had been 
wounded as he dismounted, he 
disregarded' the safety of him¬ 
self, left the cover of the tank 
and assisted 'he wounded sol¬ 
dier to his own seat in the ve¬ 
hicle while he remained outside, 
completely exposed to flying 
shrapnel. 

While in this precarious posi¬ 
tion, he was wounded by a mor¬ 
tar shell fragment. 

The citation concluded: “Pri¬ 
vate Van Why’s courageous act 
and selfless heroism reflect cred¬ 
it upon himself and the military 
service.’' 

Rotary Club Hears 
Rev. John Miller 

Rev. John U. Mller, Pastor, 
First Baptist Church of Boston, 
addressing the Newton Rotary 
Club last Monday, spoke of his 
experiences as an Air Force 
chaplain, and chose as his sub¬ 
ject, “Winged Victory.” 

His experiences with the armed 
forces reconvinced him that man 
was created to have communion 
with God. Rev. Miller found that 
as he went across the Pacific 
that this was brought to him 
again and again. 

He cited an instance of an en¬ 
sign aboard ship with spinal men¬ 
ingitis. There were no drugs to 
treat hm. He does not ascribe 
recovery to one thing or another, 
but a great many prayers were 
said for this ensign, and many 
things happened which in his 
estimation were modern miracles. 
He said that only one plane could 
go out for night fighting against 
the Japs, and yet they held on. 
In the jungle the missionary 
school and church of the Angli¬ 
can missionaries had a cross 
which the Air force men made 
for them battered out of shell 
cases. 

He described going into Manilla 
after the main battle with death 
and destruction still around to 
And many of the Catholic priests 
had stayed there all through the 
difficulties and maintained their 
faith and possessions. In conclu¬ 
sion he said that in his opinion 
he felt that it was not whether 
one was Protestant, Jewish, or 
Catholic, but whether they are 
children of light or darkness, and 
as far as ultimate victory is con¬ 
cerned, it would not be by arm¬ 
ada, but by use of prayer. 

Rev. Miller was introduced by 
Willard S. Pratt, and President 
Frederick A. Hawkins presided.

Rep. Rawson 
AidsFightTo 
Defeat Bill 

Last Wednesday the House 
calendar carried a bill (House 
2292) to establish a statistical 
bureau in the Division of Insur¬ 
ance, providing that the com¬ 
panies writing compulsory auto¬ 
mobile insurance should reim¬ 
burse the Commonwealth for the 
cost of its maintenance. 

Representative George E. 
Rawson of the 4th Middlesex 
District, told the House that this 
was a clever ruse to set up a 
state-wide flat rate for compul¬ 
sory automobile insurance 
through the back door. He call¬ 
ed attention to the fact that in 
last November’s referendum, the 
voters had repudiated the flat 
rate by a two to one vote—10 
to one in Newton. 

Rawson invited those whose 
constituents voted against the 
flat rate last fall to vote as 
their constituents had done. He 
also informed the House that 
the bill would add a larger num¬ 
ber of employees to the insur¬ 
ance department which would 
result in the support of the in¬ 
surance companies, thereby in¬ 
creasing the cost of insurance. 

The Representative from the 
4th district further stated the 
insurance companies would still 
have to maintain their own rat¬ 
ing bureau, because the com¬ 
pulsory law does not apply to 
the supplementary coverage and 
to property damage. The House 
defeated the bill 140 to 77 on 
a roll call vote, and refused re¬ 
consideration.

A suggestion for a direct ap¬ 
peal to the U. S. Post Office De¬ 
partment by residents of No¬ 
nantum for a branch post office 
for their area was recommended 
last Thursday night by Carman 
Vitti at a meeting of the United 
Italo-American Organization of 
Newton, in Columbus Hall. 

Mr. Vitti reported to the ses¬ 
sion that he had just returned 
from a visit to Washington

programs while ho has boon func¬ 
tioning as Commissioner.” 

In addition, Mr. Gath, having 
received the endorsement of the 
building of a swimming pool and 
additional facilities at Albemarle 
playground from Rep. Christian 
A. Herter, Jr. and Alderman-at- 
large John C. Beale, has merited 
the support of Frederick S. Ba¬ 
con, president of the Newton 
YMCA, whose indoor swimming 
pool was built in 1912. Mr. Bacon 
admits that the pool is inade¬ 
quate for the needs of the male 
youngsters and adults who want 
to use it. Mr. Bacon heartily en¬ 
dorses the planning immediate¬ 
ly for the building of an outdoor 
pool at Albemarle, adding that it 
will be a civic movement for the 
betterment of all Newton young¬ 
sters and adults. 

In submitting Mr. Bacon’s offi¬ 
cial statement of president of 
the Newton YMCA, Mr. Gath 
said, “Certain it is that separate 
and apart from the outdoor pro¬ 
gram of the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion, the YMCA serves the in¬ 
door needs through the time 
when the greq^ outdoors in New¬ 
ton cannot be taken advantage 
of—but is only for males. What 
about the little girls, ‘teen-agers’ 
and mothers who cannot enjoy 
such facilities though able and 
wanting to do so. Definitely, I 
think Mr. Bacon’s statement is a 
most important one for accept¬ 
ance by public spirited citizens 
of Newton.” 

Mr. Bacon’s statement is as 
follows: “What? Only two places 
to swim in Newton, a city of 
80,000 plus? One public and one 
private. Crystal Lake for a few 
weeks a year and the YMCA all 
year ’round! And swimming is 
one of the best body building 
sports and a must for every 
child physically able. 

“The YMCA has for many 
years advocated swimming for 
! all youngsters and every year 
this character-building organiza¬ 
tion teaches thousands to swim. 

“The Newton Y’s pool is taxed 
to its limit and does not have the 
facilities to offer its use to all 
children of the city. We regret 
that such is the case. 

"The construction of a pool at 
Albemarle playground would be 
a tremendous asset and benefit 
to the residents, especially the 
children, on the north side of the 
city. They are surely entitled 
to as much consideration by the 
city fathers as those on the south 
side. 

“Anything that can be done to 
help the physical well being of 
our children, who will be the 
men and women to carry on our 
nation, is worthy of the support 
of our citizens. 

“I heartily endorse the action 
of Alderman John C. Beale and 
Representative Christian A. Her¬ 
ter, Jr. in advocating the con¬ 
struction of a pool at Albemarle.” 

Based upon Mr. Gath’s “reac¬ 
tivation” program for the build¬ 
ing of the Albemarle swimming 
pool, there is likelihood that the 
Horace Mann Associates, who 
originally sponsored the play¬ 
ground development, will be “re¬ 
activated.” This organization 
composing some 300 residents of 
the area, many of whom as young 
men served in World War II, who 
have since married and have chil¬ 
dren, have full knowledge of the 
worthiness of Mr. Gath’s activity 
for the building of the swimming 
facilities at Albemarle.

past seven years. Prior to that 
time she had been associated 
with the Engineering Societies 
Personnel Service and Construc¬ 
tion Reports, Inc. 

Recently the hospital has add¬ 
ed a new title and a new respon¬ 
sibility to her many other func¬ 
tions. Following a course of 
training. Miss Loud is about to 
embark on a program of work 
simp 11 f 1 c a t i o n and methods 
studies. This should have the 
beneficial effect of making the 
hospital worker attain greater 
productivity more easily and 
should make a substantial con¬ 
tribution to the hospital’s ef¬ 
ficiency. 

Labor turnover at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital averages only 
between 2.5 per cent to 3.5 per 
cent per month, a figure which 
compares very favorably with 
most other hospitals in the 
Greater Boston area and which 
is well below ordinary industrial 
averages. 

Still, recruiting of new person¬ 
nel is one of the major functions 
of Miss Loud’s department. Com¬ 
petition from local -industry 
makes it difficult at times to 
find people who are equipped to 
handle the many jobs the hos¬ 
pital has to offer. And there are 
many different types of jobs to 
be filled — 115 different job 
classifications being listed from 
cleaners to professional nurses 
and technicians. 

Aside from the competition 
from local industry there are 
other factors which make it dif¬ 
ficult to keep the nursing de¬ 
partment fully staffed. Miss 
Loud calls these the three M's— ! 
Marriage, Maternity and the 
Military. 

At present, due to the above 
factors, the nursing staff is al¬ 
most 25 per cent below its ideal 
strength. And with all three of 
the M’s making continued in¬ 
roads, immediate improvement 
in this situation is unlikely. So 
the hospital has an urgent and 
continuing need for volunteer 
help in all capacities. Miss Mable 
Hobbs, Director of Volunteers at 
the Hospital stands ready to 
answer any inquiries about 
volunteer opportunities. 

Miss Loud is aided in her work 
by Miss Leah Keever, of Auburn- 
dale, daughter of Dr. Henry 
Keever. As Assistant Personnel 
Officer, Miss Keever is in charge 


of all employment Interviewing 
and placement. 

Miss Loud's department also 
supervises production of the hos¬ 
pital’s house organ and next 
year Miss Barbara Finkelstein 
of Newton Centre, Senior Clerk, 
will act as editor of this welcome 
little publication. Then, too, her 
department conducts a regular 
series of educational programs 
for all hospital employes. These 
are held monthly in two sessions 
so that all may attend and in¬ 
formal presentations and discus¬ 
sions are carried on covering 
such subjects as: the Commun¬ 
ity Chest. Fire Prevention, Social 
Security, Safety, Food Handling, 
the Heart Program, Accounting 
Procedures and Social Service. 

But perhaps as important as 
any function filled by Miss Loud 
and her assistants are the almost 
endless surveys and tabulations 
and statistical analyses designed 
to compare operations at the 
Newton-Wellesley to other hos¬ 
pitals. These comparisons are of 
prime value in making sure that 
your hospital can continue to 
give a quality of hospital care 
and service second to none.

Flood Relief 

President Truman in a special appeal has

The nation’s second greatest flood 
which has caused an estimated billion dol¬ 
lars damage in Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma 
and Illinois. Present Red Cross resources 
are nor sufficient to handle the enormous 
rehabilitation job that will continue for many 
months after the floods subside. Your con¬ 
tribution will give you a feeling of justifiable 
pride. 

Thousands of people in Kansas, Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Illinois have been driven from 
their homes by flood waters.

These were the 
words of President Truman in asking the 
American public to contribute to the Red 
Cross to aid the disaster-stricken people of 
Kansas, Missouri. Oklahoma and Illinois.

House Probe Nothing but Sound and Fury 

Some of our law-makers by now must be 
privately wishing that they did not needle 
District Attorney Alfred B. Cenedella when 
he appeared before the legislative judiciary 
committee some weeks ago to urge the crea¬ 
tion of a Baby Kefauver commission to in¬ 
vestigate crime in Massachusetts. 

One of the unusual aspects to the sensa¬ 
tional probe into the “payoff” rumor is that 
it is clearly evident that Cenedella did not 


originally go to the State House for the pur¬ 
pose of relating the story that he insists was 
told to him by Judge John S. Derham. 

Cenedella was in the State House on other! 
business. While there he met Republican 
House Leader Charles Gibbons who suggested 
that he appear before the judiciary commit¬ 
tee and support a proposal for the establish¬ 
ment of a crime commission along the lines 
of the Kefauver committee. 

Some of the committee members showed 
a hostile attitude to Cenedella, challenged 
his statements about crime in the Bay State 
and disputed the need for such a probe as 
was being sought. In one of the exchanges 
Cenedella hotly asserted that he could cite 
one matter which should be investigated 
and offered to give names, dates and places 
if the committee desired them. 

Having needled Cenedella into mak¬ 
ing (he statement that he did. the com¬ 
mittee members hastily backed away 
from his challenge and shut him up 
rather than seek the information he 
claimed to possess. That caused the 
furore which resulted in the investiga¬ 
tion by the House rules committee. 

Had Cenedella been allowed to give his 
testimony without interruption, offer the 
opinions which he is qualified to give on 
the basis of his official position as District 
Attorney of Worcester County and been per¬ 
mitted to continue on his way, it is probable 
that no reference would have been made to 
the reported conversation with Judge 
Derham. 

Whether the needling members of the 
judiciary committee performed a public 
service or disservice in prodding Cenedella 
to the point where he made his statement, 
is a question that is likely to draw conflict¬ 
ing answers. 

Now, however, the House rules committee 
has completed its investigation without 
reaching any conclusive finding. It is ob¬ 
vious that either Cenedella or Derham is 
lying. Their testimony is in such direct 
conflict that they both can’t be telling the 
truth. 

Whether there is any way of clearing 
up the doubt that exists in the minds of 
a great many persons, including legisla¬ 
tors, is uncertain, but up to the time that 
this is written the House rules commit¬ 
tee has not been able to resolve to the 
satisfaction of its own members the ques¬ 
tion of exactly what report should be 
submitted. 

Ultimately the question as to what, if 
anything, further is to be done to get to the 
bottom of the contradictory statements, will 
be dropped into laps of all the House mem¬ 
bers, including those whose needling was 
responsible for Cenedella’s original utterance. 
They may well find themselves in a position 
where they will be open to criticism from 
some source, whatever they do. 

Recently there have been rumors that the 
committee has found flaws in the testimony 
of one of the major witnesses. If that 
proves to be the fact it may be a spectacular! 
development. There is a possibility, of 
course, that the entire matter never will be 
settled to the satisfaction of everyone. 

Whatever happens, a good many people, 
are likely to wonder why it took Cenedella 1 
so long to repeat the story he says was told 
him by Judge Derham and why it came out 
only under the needling by members of a 
legislative committee.

Advice on Polio 
By Dr. Feemster 

What are your chances of 
having paralytic poliomyelitis in 
your life time? The answer Is: 
very small. If you leave out the 
word paralytic, the answer is the 
reverse, since most people old 
enough to vote have already had 
a mild attack of polio. 

So states Dr. Roy F. Feemster, 
Director of the Division of Com¬ 
municable Diseases, Massachu¬ 
setts Department of Public 
Health. 

“While one person in a com¬ 
munity is having the paralytic 
disease, one hundred or more 
are having it in the unrecognized 
form. In fact, poliomyelitis is a 
harmless disease In most people,” 
Dr. Feemster maintains. 

Fear and panic during the 
polio season, Dr. Feemster has 
pointed out, often put pressure 
on public health authorities to 
do usless things in an attempt 
to fight polio. 

Actually, the best thing local 
health departments can do dur¬ 
ing the polio season is to advise 
parents to let their children 
carry on normal activities with 
their usual neighborhood play¬ 
mates. 

The most Important single ac¬ 
tivity of all medical and public 
health workers during the polio 
season, according to Dr. Feem¬ 
ster, Is to make sure that the 
few people who do have the para¬ 
lytic disease get the best care 
available. 


Do you know that cantaloupe 
gives as much vitamin C as 
orange juice? Take advantage 
of the season and serve canta¬ 
loupe often—as breakfast fruit 
or as an easy dessert. The price 
is attractive too—about five 
cents a serving. 

When you buy cantaloujy, fol¬ 
low your nose. The fragrance 
of the ripe fruit is a safer guide 
than the softness at the stem 
end—too many other shoppers 
may have pressed it before you 
came along. The rind of can¬ 
taloupes is soft and thin, covered 
with a greyish veining or net¬ 
ting. When ripe, the rind under 
this netting is yellow. Avoid 
cantaloupes that have a deep 
soft spot at the stem end or that 
have bruises. Decay spreads 
rapidly in this fruit and will spoil 
the flavor of the whole melon. j 

For a tasty colorful dessert, | 
combine cantaloupe balls or cubes 
with watermelon in Melon Sur¬ 
prise: 

1 cup cantaloupe balls 

1 cup watermelon balls 

Sprigs of mint 

1 lemon (grated rind and 
Juice) 

1 orange (grated rind and: 
juice 

1 cup sugar. 

Chill melon balls. Cook sugar 
with fruit juice and rind over 
boiling water to make a syrup. 
Chill. Arrange melon balls in 
frosted sherbet glasses, top with 
syrup and garnish with sprigs of 
mint. 


To frost glasses, chill In refrig¬ 
erator until serving time. Re¬ 
move from refrigerator and dust 
with powdered sugar. 

Other good combinations with 
cantaloupe, for salad or fruit cup, 
are: 

Peaches, green grapes, orange 
juice 

Watermelon, honeydew melon, 
lime juice 

Blueberries in quarters of can¬ 
taloupe topped with pow¬ 
dered sugar.

‘Panic’ Is Health Still Necessary to Nail Down Lie! Noivlonville 

Foe, Says Expert 


' V * :i 


What are your chances of hav¬ 
ing paralytic poliomyelitis in 
your lifetime? The answer is: 
very small. Tf you leave out the 
word paralytic, the answer is the 
reverse, since most people old 
enough to vote have already had 
a mild attack of polio. 

So states Dr. Roy F. Feemster, 
Director of the Division of Com¬ 
municable Diseases, Massachu¬ 
setts Department of Public 
Health. 

“While one person in a com¬ 
munity is having the paralytic 
disease, one hundred or more are 
having it in the unrecognized 
form. In fact, poliomyelitis is a 
harmless disease in most people," 
Dr. Feemster maintains. 

Fear and panic during the 
polio season, Dr. Feemster point¬ 
ed out, often put pressure on 
public health authorities to do 
useless things in an attempt to 
fight polio. 

Actually, the best thing local 
health departments can do during 
the polio season is to advise par¬ 
ents to let their children carry on 
normal activities with their usual 
neighborhood playmates. 

The most important single ac¬ 
tivity of all medical and public 
health workers during the polio 
season, according to Dr. Feem¬ 
ster, is to make sure the few 
people who do have the para¬ 
lytic disease get the best care 
available. 


It was one of those sweltering hot nights early this month, 
a night when a shipment of whole blood had to he rushed hy plane 
from the I*ogan International Airport, the first leg of the Jong 
trip, to Pusan, Korea, 

Red Cross volunteers and 
nurses along with the doctor on 
duty at the 314 Dartmouth street 
Center had expected to quit, at 5 
p.m., but meanwhile the emer¬ 
gency call arrived. As it was, 
they worked until 9 p.m., forego¬ 
ing their evening meal because 
donors came rushing to help. 

One of the donors was a man 
in his early 50's. Worked In a 
downtown office, lived in the su¬ 
burbs, and. was a nice kind of a 
guy. 

After he had given his pint of 
blood, one of the nurses, who was 
a Navy nurse during World War 
II, said, “Thanks a lot for com¬ 
ing in. I’m sure one of the boys 
in Korea will be trankful for it." 

“It’s a shame they will have to 
pay for it," he grumbled. “I 
came in here because my wife in¬ 
sisted on it." 

But!" said the nurse. “What- 


the Red Cross is reimbursed by 
the Defense Department. These 
charges are the extraordinary 
charges that the Red Cross, out 
of funds collected from the pub¬ 
lic in March, could not possibly 
afford. Processing the plasma 
costs the Defense Department 
more money in itself than the 
Red Cross spends on operating 
the nationwide program, and 
these costs for the Red Cross in¬ 
clude buildings, medical staffs, 
and recruitment of donors. 

“How about the local hospi¬ 
tals?" asked the suburban donor. 

The nurse told him that all the 
large hospitals in Massachusetts 
have their own blood banks, and 
they’re among the best in the 
world. 

The big hospitals themselves 
collect from 60 to 80 percent of 
all the blood they need for their j

He was fixing his tie, but stop¬ 
ped. “You mean no one ever pays 
for blood they get from the Red 
Cross? What about all these 
stories I hear that, you have to 
pay for it?" 

The nurse, who had heard the 
stories, said, “There’s never any 
payment for blood from the Red 
Cross." 

She sat down alongside the 
donor and explained how blood 
given by the people at Red Cross 
blood centers is used. 

Whole blood, she told him, col¬ 
lected and shipped by the fast¬ 
est possible means to Korea, 
goes out of Red Cross hands and 
into the hands of the military 
medical services. The Red Cross 
turns the blood over to these 
medical men who have complete 
authority over where the blood 
will be used. Either a hospital in 
Tokyo, where wounded soldiers 
now are recovering from wounds, 
or any other military hospital in 
Japan, or right to the front lines! 
where field units are operating.' 

Red Cross personnel do not | 
handle blood for the wounded. 
Military doctors do. 

Then, other blood needed for 
the military is sent from Blood 
Centers like those in Boston to 
l laboratories where it is processed 
into plasma. These laboratories 
are commercial companies which, 

| under an accounting procedure, 

; charge the Red Cross for their 
work although the plasma again 
goes to the military authorities. 
For this laboratory processing. 


program—people helping other 
people to get well. 

The nurse did point out, 
though, that the hospitals charge 
the patients for checking blood 
from the Red Cross to make 
sure it’s the right type of blood, 
and another charge would be for 
pumping the blood into the pa¬ 
tient. Both of these are legitim¬ 
ate hospital charges. 

The man sat back, satisfied 
that the nurse was telling the 
truth. “Come to think of it," he 
said. "I'm ashamed of myself for 
thinking the Red Cross would 
sell blood. I should have thought 
it out, because if the Red Cross 
did sell blood there wouldn’t be 
any Red Cross. The newspapers 
would see to that." 

With that, he left the building 
feeling good that he did come in 
to give a pint of the red stuff for 
a kid in Korea.

Health for All 

Poliomyelitis 

With the exception of occasional 
heat waves, these summer 
months, bringing with them vaca¬ 
tions and other outdoor sports, 
are the most pleasant of the year 
to many people. 

But for many mothers, July, 
August, and September are “polio 
months,” the time when poliomye¬ 
litis. or “infantile paralysis,” is 
most likely to go on the rampage. 
Unless there is a polio epidemic 
in the vicinity, however, parents 
are needlessly terrified of the 
disease just because it. is summer. 

Polio is feared because people 
associate death and permanent 
crippling with it. But it is not 
invariably fatal or crippling. Of 
those who get the disease, 40 to 
60 per cent fully recover without 
paralysis; another 20 to 30 per¬ 
cent recover with only mild 
paralysis, and 15 to 25 percent 
are left handicapped. 

We do not know how polio 
spreads, when it is likely to at¬ 
tack, or just how to prevent it. 
But we know that polio is a 
disease of the spinal cord and 
the central nervous system, 
caused by a tiny virus which at¬ 
tacks the nerve cells. Research 
is going on, however, in the hope 
of gaining more specific know¬ 
ledge about the disease. 

Like many other illnesses, if 
polio should strike, a person has 
his best chance of avoiding perm¬ 
anent injury when the disease is 
found and treated in time. 
Parents should be on the alert 
for any symptoms in a child 
which may mean polio: listless¬ 
ness, headache, upset stomach, 
fever, or pains or stiffness in the 
muscles. If any of these symp¬ 
toms appear, it is best to play 
safe and call the doctor immed¬ 
iately. 

The best defense against polio 
is prevention, and the doctor can 
give parents the best advice on 
protecting children. However, 
there are some general precau¬ 
tionary measures which should 
be observed. 

1. Keep children away from 
crowds, since it is believed the 
virus is spread from person to 
person. 

2. Watch that children do not 
become over-tired or chilled, be¬ 
cause either can lower their re¬ 
sistance and allow the polio virus 
to get a foothold. 

3. Avoid the dangers of pol¬ 
luted waters and don’t let chil¬ 
dren swim in water which has 
not been declared safe by health 
authorities. 

4. Keep the children extra 
clean. See that they wash their 
hands frequently, especially be¬ 
fore eating. Keep food as well 
as garbage covered and safe from 
flies. 

5. Postpone any surgery at 
this time on the child’s nose, 
mouth, or throat, unless the doc¬ 
tor says it is urgent.

Herter Sees 
Coal And 
Fuel Scarcity 

Congressman Christian A. Her- 
ter today issued a statement, 
in which he predicts a possible 
shortage of coal and fuel oil 
this winter and suggests that 
the wise consumer stock up dur¬ 
ing the 'rummer months for 
their winter supply. 

Information he has received 
would indicate that the mount¬ 
ing burden of defense and de¬ 
fense supporting traffic will, by 
this fall and w’inter, make such 
heavy demands upon the na¬ 
tion’s transport capacity as to 
necessitate spreading the nor¬ 
mal peak movement occurring 
in October and November to be 
spread over a longer period in¬ 
cluding the summer months. 

“Defense plants are already 
stepping up production,’’ Con 
gressma'n Herter says. ‘and 
their requirements for coal and 
other fuels will grow’ steadily 
greater. Transportation must be 
provided this year for 10 per 
cent more coal than was pro¬ 
duced in 1950 and freight cars 
suitable f or hauling coal are in 
short supply and will become 
more so. The situation is, if 
anything, more acute with re¬ 
spect to tank cars suitable to 
the transportation of fuel oil 
liquefied petroleum gases.

Change In 
Ward Lines 
is Needed 

Alderman Clyde S. Casadv. 
chairman of the Committee on 
Ward Lines and Education, 
speaking at the regular meeting 
of the Rotary Club Monday, 
stated that the city is faced with 
unbalanced representation be¬ 
cause of out of date ward lines 
which, if not changed in 1954.

Between 1940 and 1950, Aider- 
man Casadv pointed out, 63.7 
percent of the net growth of the 
city was concentrated in Wards 
5 and 6, and is even higher at 
the present time. 

The two largest wards com¬ 
bined. contain 42 perecent of the 
voters, he stated, whereas the 
two smallest wards combined 
contain only 17 percent.

courts and baseball fields take 
up a great deal of space and 
can o ily be used by a few peo¬ 
ple at one time, while a well 
built swimming pool can serve 
many youngsters of different 
ages simultaneously. The MDC 
pool at Faneuil has as many as 
1300 youngsters every day. 

"The children on the nortn 
side of the city of Newton are 
more in need of such facilities 
than any other youngsters in 
my district.” 

In her communication to Mr. 
Gath, Mrs. West stated, "It is 
understood that this reflects my 
own personal opinion, and in no 
way, is to be construed a : an 
opinion of the Recreation Com¬ 
mission.” 

Mrs. West writes. "The pre¬ 
dicament in which ’’swim-mind¬ 
ed” citizens of Newton find 
themselves can well be likened 
to the child -in familiar nursery 
rhyme: "Mother may I go out 
to swim?

days in California with most of 
the states having a limit of 60 
days. Even New York state, al¬ 
though not limited, has long since 
completed its session and dis¬ 
solved. In a few of the states 
which have a time limit, the 
legislators m^y continue to sit, 
but their pay stops after the 
deadline. "If that system pre¬ 
vailed here," said Mr. Ayers, 
"our business would surely have 
been disposed of before now and 
we would not need to be debat¬ 
ing this measure." He also 
pointed out that the tendency of 
the Democratic leadership to 
have bills held indefinitely in 
committee until a propitious 
moment arrived to present them 
to the House was a major cause 
for the extended term. One bill, 
a short, simple measure, he as¬ 
serted had been at the top of the 
House calendar for four months, 
but was being held by the com¬ 
mittee on bills in the third read¬ 
ing in the hope that it might be 
brought out and killed late some 
night during a long prorogation 
weekend. 

Representative Herter. son of 
a former Speaker of the Massa¬ 
chusetts House who is now a dis¬ 
tinguished member of Congress, 
a veteran of World War II and 
now holding his first public office, 
presented a searching analysis of 
the work which has actually been 
done by the House since it con¬ 
vened last January, nearly seven 
months ago. 

TWO HOURS A DAY 

"We have averaged a little 
over two hours a day actual 
session." he pointed out. "In Jan¬ 
uary, the average was an hour a 
day and two hours a day in Feb¬ 
ruary. This is understandable 
as the majority of the bills were 
still being considered by commit¬ 
tees. By March, however, most 
committees had completed the 
bulk of their hearings and there 
was ample legislation available 
to dispose of on the floor of the 
House. Yet. we worked less than 
two hours a day on an average 
during that month. April was a 
little better with three hours a 


day, but spring fever caught up 
with us in May and the average 
dropped back to two. During 
June and July the House has out¬ 
done itself by averaging, exclu¬ 
sive of the time spent on the 
budget, a little over three hours 
a day.” 

Herter went on to say that had 
the lower branch of the Legisla¬ 
ture remained at work from 1 
pm. to 5 p.m. each day from 
March 1 on. it would have been 
where it is now by the end of 
April. "It does not seem un¬ 
reasonable, he continued, "to ex¬ 
pect us to put in four hours a 
day, particularly when there is 
no committee work for the great 
majority of members.” "I am 
convinced,” said Rep. Herter, 
that with the application of what 
the public would consider a mini¬ 
mum effort, we can prorogue 
easily by June 1.” 

Herter demonstrated that there 
was ample precedent in recent 
Massachusetts legislative history 
for an early prorogation. Dur¬ 
ing the last 20 years most of the 
annual sessions have been over 
in May or June. "It is only dur¬ 
ing the reign of the current ad¬ 
ministration," concluded Mr. Her¬ 
ter. "that we have still been on 
Beacon Hill in August. And 
based on the public pronounce¬ 
ments of the Democratic floor 
leader, it looks as if the 1951 ses¬ 
sion with the exceptjon of 1941, 
the year of the Coakley impeach¬ 
ment, will be the longest in the 
history of this Commonwealth. 
The right of free petition not¬ 
withstanding we can finish our 
work in May. This shilly shally, 
ing is a public disgrace and there 
is no excuse for it.” 

Representative Philip Whit¬ 
more, for many years a Select¬ 
man and Moderator of Sunder¬ 
land. an officer of several agricul¬ 
tural organizations, and a Trustee 
of the University of Massachu- 
1 setts, explained to the House how 


hours of leisure, which the tax¬ 
payers support with travel ex¬ 
penses over too long a period of 
time.” 

Whitmore Insisted that all leg- 
islative business could be done 
expeditiously and carefully if the 
Legislature sat longer hours per 
day and fewer days per year. 

Whitmore also pointed out that 
the uncertain length of sessions 
discouraged many outstanding 
people from running for the office 
because of the impossibility of 
planning their private business 
affairs to dovetail with the de¬ 
mands of long legislative sessions. 

"The people would welcome 
this change.” claimed Mr. Whit¬ 
more, "it would not only save a 
substantial amount of their tax 
money but would increase the 
respect in which this body is h£ld 
if our work were done in an 
orderly and expeditious manner.” 

Representative Constantino, a 
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member of the bar from Clinton, 
in the central part of the state, 
and a member of the Massachu¬ 
setts Civil Service Commission 
until his election to the House 
last year, concluded the argu¬ 
ment for the petitioners by point¬ 
ing out the uncertainties result¬ 
ing at all levels of the state’s 
economic and social existence by 
prolonged sessions. 

"All elements of our body 
politic,” said Mr. Constantino 
"including labor, industry, agri 
culture and government services 
should know as soon as possible 
the laws and policies which will 
guide their conduct.” 

Constantino claimed that the 
dissatisfaction with the delaying 
tactics of the present leadership 
was not confined to Republican 
members but was being strongly 
voiced by many Democratic mem¬ 


bers of the House, particularly 
newer ones. 

"In the first half of the present 
session,” said Mr. Constantino, 
"the House disposed of 77.47% 
of the business before the House, 
in spite of the heavy load of com¬ 
mittee work during that time. 
But in the second half." asserted 
Constantino, "in spite of commit¬ 
tee work being largely finished, 
we have completed only 17.W%.’*

Taft Says He Is Undecided Whether to Run; 
Senate May Not Support Senator Douglas 

Senator Robert A. Taft was a bit coy as 
to his political plans and Presidential aspira¬ 
tions when he came to Massachusetts last 
weekend to speak at the big Republican 
gathering in Plymouth. 

He told newsmen that he had not actually 
decided whether he will seek the G. 0. P. 
Presidential nomination and that he probably 
would not reach a decision until early next 
year after public sentiment had been reflected 
in the primaries in the early-voting States. 

What Mr. Taft probably meant by that was 
he should have a pretty good idea by then 
as to his prospects of landing his party's en¬ 
dorsement at the 1952 Republican national 
convention. 

Any impression, however, that Taft is sit¬ 
ting back and waiting for public sentiment 
to develop is strictly erroneous. His agents 
and emissaries have been working diligently 
in both the Midwest and South to line up 
convention support for him, and it would be 
a bit far-fetched to assume they are acting 
without his knowledge and authorization. 

If you accept the theory that a man 
isn’t a candidate until he formerly says 
so, then Taft is not yet a candidate for 
President. But as a practical matter, 
he has been working directly toward the 
Presidency for the past several months. 
Right now Taft is the leading Republican 
candidate for the Presidency, and the only 
prospective opponent with the potential 
strength to defeat him for the G. O. P. 
nomination is General Dwight D. Eisen¬ 
hower. 

If you’re disinclined to accept that ap¬ 
praisal, run down the list of possible Repub¬ 
lican contenders, and you will find that unless 
the G. 0. P. convention nominates Eisen¬ 
hower or Taft, it probably would have to

Stockpile Coal Now 

Near the end of June, Defense Mobiliza¬ 
tion Director Charles E. Wilson urged that 
all consumers, including homeowners, gov¬ 
ernment agencies, and industries, stockpile 
coal and other heavy fuels during the ensu¬ 
ing 90 days. This, he said, would mean a 
substantial contribution to the defense ef¬ 
fort. lie added, “With the maximum pro¬ 
duction impact of the defense program, as 
measured by requirements of raw materials, 
expected to occur early in 1952, the burden 
on our transportation facilities will be in¬ 
creasing rapidly this fall and winter. It is 
therefore highly important that much of 
the heavy fuel traffic which is normally con¬ 
centrated in this period be spread over the 
summer months.” 

At about this time, Interior Secretary 
Chapman also urged coal users to buy and 
store as much coal as they can. He stated 
that a summer fuel-buying campaign is the 
only way full benefit can be obtained from 
the great productive capacity of the soft coal 
industry, because the demands of defense 
traffic on our transportation system will be 
much heavier next fall and winter. 

Moreover, the consumer can definitely 
benefit himself by “hoarding” coal during 
the summer. It is cheaper now, and dealer 
service is good. Coal can be stored easily 
and safely. Those who wait until coal is 
urgently needed may have to pay a higher 
price, and may encounter delays in delivery. 

In short, this is a case where we can help 
the growing defense program and help our¬ 
selves while doing so. Order and stockpile 
your coal now.

Governor Thomas E. Dewey has taken 
himself out of the race and has endorsed 
Eisenhower. But Dewey probably couldn’t 
get the nomination if he wanted it. A 
majority of the Republican delegates un¬ 
doubtedly would consider two shots at the 
Presidency enough for any man. 

Harold E. Stassen has said that he would 
like a place on the Republican national ticket, 
but he concedes that he does not have the 
strength to oppose Taft, and consequently 
he is prepared to join a stop-Taft movement. 

California’s Governor Earl Warren pre¬ 
sumably will come to next year’s convention 
with the solid support of his State’s delega¬ 
tion, but the impression he made as the Vice 
Presidential nominee would hardly lead to 
his selection as the Presidential standard- 
bearer. 

General Douglas MacArthur has been 
mentioned as a Presidential prospect. 
Not only has he disclaimed any such 
ambitions but he probably is too old, 
and persons close to him intimate that 
his objective is a role as military ad¬ 
visor to the next President, in which 
cr|k'acity he would be able to settle his 
difference with the members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

That doesn’t leave much of anyone other 
than Taft and Eisenhower in the center of 
the Republican stage. A good many G. 0. P. 
politicos believe that Eisenhower will allow 
himself to be placed in the race early next 
year and that he will oppose and defeat Taft 
for the nomination. 

It could well be, of course, that Taft rea¬ 
lizes he could not defeat Eisenhower and 
that he intends to retire from the field if 
Eisenhower enters it. Maybe that’s the 
reason for his coyness in insisting that he 
is not as yet a candidate when his agents 
actually are doing everything possible to 
sew up convention votes for him while Eisen¬ 
hower is still in Europe.

- - foods in a casserole you can make 

a delicious and satisfying meal 
for the whole family. Let your 
imagination and skill at combin¬ 
ing flavors provide the variety. 

Time is another important sav¬ 
ing. One of the features we like 
about casserole dishes is that so 
many, of them can be prepared 
well ahead of meal time. You 
can have them all ready to pop 
into the oven aftei* a day of shop¬ 
ping or a trip to your favorite 
beach. (If you use glass or 
earthen ware dishes, be sure to 
put them from the refrigerator 
into a cold oven to avoid crack¬ 
ing). Many casseroles can be 
prepared without using the oven. 
Ones that are made with foods 
that “catch” on the bottom of the 
pan easily, can be cooked in the 
top of a double boiler—milk, ce¬ 
reals, egg sauces. Others can be 
cooked successfully in a heavy 
spider over low’ heat; a few min¬ 
utes under the broiler will brown 
the top. 

There are five ingredients that 
usually go into the casserole. 

| Your variations depend on the 
foods at hand. 

1. Topping: buttered bread 
crumbs, buttered cereal flakes, 
mashed potato chips. The top¬ 
ping adds that “extra touch” to 
give a crisp texture and attract¬ 
ive appearance. For top-of-the- 
stove casseroles, add topping just 
before serving. 

2. The Sauce: white sauce, 
milk, tomato juice, gravy, meat 
stock or bullion. A white sauce 
made from milk, flour and sea¬ 
sonings is often a means of get¬ 
ting more protein food into the 
casserole. Most casseroles need 
a thickened sauce of some kind 
to hold foods together. Eggs can 
be used for thickening either with 
or in place of flour. 

3. Protein Food: meat, poul¬ 
try. efcgs. cheese, dried beans, 
flsh. One of these or a combina¬ 
tion may be used. Dried beans 
and cereals stretch the protein 
value of meat and make a little 
go a long way without cheating 
your family of needed nutrients. 

4. Vegetable: Peas, corn, as¬ 
paragus, cabbage, peppers, spin¬ 
ach, potatoes, onions, carrots, 
celery. These add flavor, texture, 
color and variety to casserole 
dishes. 

5. Starches or Carbohydrates: 
Macaroni, needles, rice and spag¬ 
hetti are the usual extenders 
used. But breakfast, cereals can 
also be used to good advantage.

When you use left-overs, 
give as much care and attention 
to preparation of the casserole 
as you give to the preparation of 
fresh foods—and use leftovers 
as soon as possible. Combine 
one strong flavored food with mild 
flavored ones. Experiment with 
spices and herbs but do it very 
cautiously—just a pinch at first; 
you can always add more, but 
you can’t take them out.—Newton 
Nutrition Center.

Douglas Relying on Senatorial Courtesy 

Through long years of custom in which 
the members of the United States Senate 
usually carefully respected the rights and 
feelings of their colleagues, the body came 
to be known as the ‘‘Gentlemen’s Club.” 

Traditionally, the Senate is reluctant to 
confirm an appointment by the President of 
the United States if the Senator from the 
home State of the appointee rises and an¬ 
nounces that the person involved is obnoxious 
to him. 

Washington observers familiar with Sen¬ 
atorial courtesy and protocol are awaiting 
with more than ordinary interest the out- j 
come of the clash between President Tru¬ 
man and Illinois Senator Paul H. Douglas 
over the appointment of two men to the 
Illinois federal bench. 

Since Douglas is the only Democratic 
Senator from Illinois and most of the 
time could be classed as a Fair Dealer, 
he apparently expected to be allowed to 
choose the men to be named as judges. 
But because Douglas had strayed oc¬ 
casionally from the reservation even to 
the extent of becoming involved in a 
public controversy with the President, 

Mr. Truman snubbed him and made the 
selections himself. 

Now Douglas has served notice that he 
intends to ask as a matter of Senatorial 
courtesy that the appointments be rejected. 

From the standpoint of practical politics, 
the weakness in Mr. Douglas' argument is 
that he should have the common sense to 
realize that any Senator who expects to 
name Federal judges in his home State must 
remain on good terms with the President 
who is the appointing authority. 

While the Senators may be reluctant to 
deny customary courtesy to Douglas, they 
also may ask themselves why they should 
be expected to pull his political chestnuts 
out of the burning embers. They must re¬ 
main in the President's good graces to retain 
the prerogative of dictating appointments, 
and they may w'el! believe that Senator 
Douglas should expect to do the same if he 
wants that privilege.

The adoption of the increased 
exemption bill might well result 
in a $3 increase in the real estate 
tax rate next year, he explained. 

About 75 percent of real estate 
owners in the city, who are now 
also assessed for personal prop¬ 
erty taxes, might get slight re¬ 
ductions in their total tax bill 
as a result of the new proposal 
but the other 25 percent would 
have to make up the loss, Mr. 
Wright said. 

AS ALTERNATIVE 

The bill to raise the exemption 
on household effects from $1000 
to $5000 was offered by its spon¬ 
sor, Sen. Francis J O’Neil?. D., 
of Attleboro, as an alternative 
to outright repea? of the tax 
law, as recommended by the 
Special Commission on Taxation. 

Sen. Richard H. Lee of this 
city said the proposed exemption 
“would just about cover the 
average family and still catch 
the man with the oriental rugs 
or grand piano.” 

! The personal property tax law 
has long been a controversial 
law and its opponents have con¬ 
tended that it cannot be ade¬ 
quately and fairly applied. Con¬ 
sequently not all communities in 
the State make a personal prop¬ 
erty tax assessment on the 
theory that there is no equitable 
way to arrive at a proper 
assessment. Other communities, 
however, Newton included, have 
attempted to carry out the pro¬ 
visions of the bill and repeal, or 
modification of it, will have a 
decided effect on the tax rate 
here in the future.

it only produces a gross of about 
$50,000. 

The association is considering 
sponsoring a bill to replace the 
personal property and poll taxes 
with what for lack of a better 
name at this stage Is called a 
I “residence” or "occupancy” tax. 

I The tax would be one which 
would be levied by the various 
j cities and towns on their legal 
residents at a rate equalling a 
percentage of the local tax rate. 
If, for example, It were 10 per¬ 
cent, Newtonians in 1951 would 
pay $3.84. 

It Is felt that such a fax would 
emphasize the cost of operating 
the municipalities to voters who 
either pay their local taxes in 
their rent costs, or hardly at all 
under frozen rents. It would 
tend also to have assessor? in 
some communities assess more 
realistically, rather than having 
low assessments and high tax 
rates or vice versa.

then forwards to the Assessors 
in the cities and towns a list of 
those cars registered in the dif¬ 
ferent municipalities, and the 
Assessors then bill the car own¬ 
ers for the excise tax. This tax is 
for the use of the municipalities 
except in those cases where the 
owner resides outside the Com¬ 
monwealth. In those cases, the 
tax goes to the state. 

Because many car owners did 
not follow the instructions on the 
registration application and in¬ 
stead of naming the legal mu¬ 
nicipality In which they reside, 
named a subdivision of it, such 
as naming Chestnut Hill, Waban. 
Aubumdale, Jamaica Plain, Dor¬ 
chester, etc. Long has claimed 
that, since there are no such 
municipalities legally in Massa¬ 
chusetts, the state can take the 
tax. Therefore, he has billed the 
ear owners who made such en¬ 
tries on their applications upon 
the form used for out of state 
persons subject to the tax. The 
funds are being retained by the 
state, and the municipalities are 
thereby deprived of them. 

The Taxpayers’ Association 
contends that the proper remedy 
for Long to have taken was to 
have had the applications re- 
turned as being improperly fill¬ 
ed out. due to the fact that it is 
hard for Long’s clerks to remem¬ 
ber or look up the various lo¬ 
calities in each municipality.

Report Explains Causes of 
Yearly Deficits of Hospital 

An excellent report from Newton-Wellesley Hospital explains 
th© causes for yearly deficits of that fine Red Feather institution. 
Th© report, verbatim, follows: 

■c 

tients ar© able to pay part of 
th© cost of their hospitalization, 
but would be knocked out flnan 
daily if they were called on to 
pay the full amount of the cost 
of their care. 

“The hospital’s deficit for free 
care is produced in separate yet 
related manners. State and city 
welfare patients must be given 
care at the hospital. And yet 
the amounts alloted by state and 
city welfare agencies fail by a 
substant* ' amount to pay for 
the actual cost of maintaining 
these patients in the hospital. 
Last year there was a difference 
of $44,683 between the amount 
received from state and city wel¬ 
fare and the cost to the hospital 
of providing treatment and food 
and drugs - * housing and all 
of the other essentials to restor¬ 
ing these patients to health. 
Then there was a large group 
of patients who were not eligi¬ 
ble for state or city welfare aid 
and yet who could not meet 
either all or part of their hos¬ 
pital bill. Last year care in the 
amount of $77,444 was provided 
for members of this group. A 
small amount of additional -defi¬ 
cit is produced by workmen’s 
compensation cases and the cost 
of hospitalizing employees. 

“This year the community 
chests of Newton and Wellesley 
have allocated $75,000 to help 
defray this operating deficit. Of 
this, $60,000 is a grant from 
Newton and $15,000 comes from 
Wellesley. The total amount ac- 
counts for only approximately 
5 per cent of the total operating 
budget for the hospital. But 
without the generous grants 
contributed by the two commu¬ 
nities, the hospital would long 
since have exhausted its reserves 
and would be in serious financial 
difficulty. 

“Let us look for a minute at 
a typical case and see the kind 
of help that your Red Feather 
dollars bought for members of 
the communities. Mary X, aged 
four and a half, was the eldest 
of four daughters. Her mother 
died suddenly and unexpectedly, 
forcing the father to farm out 
his family among such relatives 
as could care for the young 
sters. Then Mary fell ill herself. 
As the oldest child, her mother’s 
death had affected her more than 
it had her sisters. Her father 
had been distracted by the sud¬ 
denness of his wife’s death and 
by the difficulties of breaking 
up his. home. He had been al¬ 
most snowed under by the debts 
incurred during his wife’s brief 
but tragic illness. Mary’s con¬ 
dition grew quickly worse and 
it became necessary to admit 
her to the hospital. Her father 
had been receiving helpful ad¬ 
vice on many other aspects of 
his problems from the Family 
Service Bureau, another Red 
Feather agency, and it was 
through this organization that 
Mary’s admission to the hospu 
tal was arranged. 

“Mary was definitely over¬ 
whelmed by her mother’s sud¬ 
den death, and this affected her 
resilience, making her recovery 
slow and difficult. Her father 
literally did not know where to 
turn to get money to pay for 
her hospitalization, let alone to 
pay full board for the other 
youngsters who were staying 
witir relatives. When he was 
told that the hospital would be 
able to help with his bill, through 
the generosity of Red Feather 
fun^ i. his relief was touching 
and immediate. It meant so 
much to him to know that his 
daughter was receiving the best 
of care and- one worry at least 
was somewhat alleviated

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Petition Seeks To Have Paul Brook Covered 


Residents 
Want City 
Action Now 

A petition signed by thirty- 
three homeowners in the vicinity 
of Hagen road in Oak Hill, living 
beside or close to an open brook 
which flows at times vigorously 
under the turnpike back of Olde 
Field road, Great Meadow road, 
and Hynes road to Parker street, 
seeks to have the brook covered, 
at least in part from Parker 
street to Haynes road. 

During the last year some 
forty new homes have been con¬ 
structed in this area, bringing to 
the community an estimated 
sixty young children living in too 
close proximity to Paul Brook, 
which, in the interest of public 
health and safety, the petition 
contends, condition should be 
remedied.

Henry F. Long Not Losing 
Sleep Over Newtons Suit 


Henry F. Long, guardian of the 
Bay State tax dollar has dis¬ 
covered that too many Massa¬ 
chusetts car owners, including 
some from Newton, either don’t 
know the municipality in which 
they live or aren’t intelligent 
enough to write it down on their 
auto insurance papers. 

This peculiar situation came 
to light with the disclosing that 
Newton has brought suit against 
Mr. Long for a writ of man¬ 
damus in the name of the New¬ 
ton Board of Assessors to com¬ 
pel the Tax Commissioner to 
turn over to the board all in¬ 
formation regarding the regis¬ 
tration of cars in the city’s sev¬ 
eral sections where the postof¬ 
fice address does not contain 
the word "Newton." 

According to Matt B. Jones, 
city solicitor, Commissioner Long 
has been sending motor vehicle 
excise tax bills directly to the 
car owners in cases where the 
postoffice address on the regis¬ 
tration application is Auburn- 
dale. Waban, Nonantum, Chest¬ 
nut Hill or Oak Hill, and keeping 
the money for the State. Ordi¬ 
narily state and municipalities 
share the money. 


Newton’s beef is that Mr. Long, 
in not looking up these places 
to determine in what municipal¬ 
ity they are located and in not 
turning over to the city of New¬ 
ton for collections, is depriving 
the city of a substantial sum of 
money. 

NOT WORRIED 

Is Mr. Long worried about the 
suit? Not so you would notice 
it. While he declined, and quite 
understandably, any comment on 
the outcome of the court action, 
you gathered quite emphatically 
that Commissioner Long has 
little fear of being on the losing 
end. 

"We’ll be in couit," he said. 
"And we’ll have the answer." 

Mr. Long’s answer is that "if 
people were only intelligent 
enough to know where they live 
and to write down the proper 
municipality on their registra¬ 
tion application, then a situa¬ 
tion such as the one that has 
wrought the ire of Newton offi¬ 
cials, would not exist.

No Polio Up 
To August t 

In a resume of the prevalence 
of poliomyelitis up to the week 
ending July 28, the Newton 
Health Dept, states that no cases 
have been reported in Newton 
so far this year. There have 
been 79 cases in Massachusetts 
this year, as compared to 26 re¬ 
ported last year. 

Although the number of cases 
has increased, it is gratifying to 
note that of the cases class*fied 
to date, nearly two thirds are 
non-paralytic. This may mean 
that other viruses (Coxsackie. 
etc.) may be producing confusing 
cases, which have been reported 
as nonparalytic polio. Most of 
the paralytic cases have been in 
Northern Worcester and western 
Middlesex Counties. 

There has been no remarkable 
increase nationally. Total to date 
for 1951 is 4535, as compared to 
last year’s total through July 20 
of 4995. The disease is decreas¬ 
ing in Texas, but increasing 
somewhat in the East. South 
Central and Mountain States.

of France and the colonies—in¬ 
cluding the French Congo—all in 
traditional festival costumes, all 
of these quaint, many of them 
elaborate with rich embroidery, 
brocade, hand-made lace, and rib¬ 
bons of silk or velvet, handed 
down through the generations. 

After the folk-dancing there was 
popular dancing in the streets and 
squares until dawn. But we 
didn’t wait for that. Instead, we 
rose early and lugged the children 
through the magnificent palaces 
of St. Germain, Versailles, 

Trianon, and the Petit Trianon. 

Chartres was our next main 
stop. We climbed all over the 
famous cathedral—untouched by 
the war—explored the back 
streets, looked through the shops 
and markets, and enjoyed an ex¬ 
traordinary dinner. 

At this point I’d better explain 
that we tried to stop in small 
places, ofT the tourist beat, and 
thus get as close as possible to 
the real France. Many interest¬ 
ing experiences resulted. We 
were almost always the only 
friendly foreign guests in years, 
and conversations were usually 
illuminating. In one place, on 
the restaurant wall, was posted 
a fly-specked map of the village. 

It was complete down to the last 
detail, with each house and barn 
drawn in. and the half-dozen 
streets carefully named. This 
was a German map. a souvenir 
of the enemy occupation. It had 
beer, left in place, we were told, 
partly because it w r as the first 
and only map the village had ever 
had. and partly as a reminder of 
the bitterness of the occupation 
years. Our conversations center¬ 
ing around the map confirmed— 
and anticipated—the many other 
such informal talks we had with 
everyday Frenchmen in small 
towns and large. The French 
hate and fear the Germans. This 
hatred is so strong and deep 
that many dislike to speak about 
it. ^ 

At another little hotel in a small 
town we spent an evening talk¬ 
ing with a Frenchman and a Bel¬ 
gian. Naturally—in Europe, at 
least—much of the talk was on 
international affairs. Of one thing 
there can be absolutely no doubt: 

Europeans in general will go to 
any lengths at all to avoid war. 

And if war should come anyway, 
their attitude is that it will be 
fought without their personal con¬ 
tribution. They are likely not to 
fear Russia at all if they are in , 
the lower social echelons, even j 
when they belong to centrist or j 
rightist parties; they are likely 
to be somewhat apprehensive if 
In the middle classes; and they 
are almost unanimously fearful I 
of Russia if they are propertied | 
people. 

What about DeGaule? He’s 
not much liked, but he’s greatly 
preferred to any other rightist 
leader now available. Would Dp- 
Gaule’s accession to power bring 
on domestic strife? An uneasy 
“e’est possible.” What about 
chances for a third world war?. 

Yes, it may come, of course—but 
W’c won’t right. 

On the whole France is making 
an astonishingly good and fast 
recovery. When we were here 
just two years ago people were 
still cleaning up the rubble of 
war, patching u p patchable 


gas from tanks on their roofs. 
Thus far this trip, we’ve seen 
only one of each of these wartime 
relics, as against many thousands 
of very good new cars. The 
American-made cars one sees al¬ 
most always carry Belgian, Dutch 
or Swiss license plates. Food is 
plentiful and varied, but relative¬ 
ly expensive for the French. Farm 
machinery seems only slightly less 
rare than two years ago, and 


I see that I’ve wandered far 
afleld. and far too long, with the 
best parts of the trip not even 
mentioned.

mined that the City take action 
to eliminate the inherent danger 
of this open stream before some 
real tradgedy occurs. Just as the 
City has a responsibility to pro¬ 
tect its citizens against open 
road construction on the public 
highways, so do the petitioners 
contend that obvious danger 
areas should be of equal concern, 
such as the Paul Brook. 

Moves in recent years to have 
Paul Brook covered in the inter¬ 
est of public safety have met 
with complete procrastination on 
the part of the city, it is claimed, 
partly because the expense in¬ 
volved in constructing a suitable 
culvert was greater than the need 
for protection for the petitioners 
Involved. However, with the con¬ 
struction of homes during the 
last few years closely abutting 
the brook, the need for submerg¬ 
ing the waterway has become 
very much more urgent and 
made more imperative and 
understandable for the construc¬ 
tion now of this culvert. 

A committee of concerned citiz¬ 
ens and parents, headed by John 


W. Ryan, Mrs. Sidney Lewis, Al¬ 
an J. Tichnor, Mrs. Edward 
Dashefsky and Jerome R. Salton, 
have contacted the local aider- 
men and other city officials as 
well as the Oak Hiil District Im¬ 
provement Association, whose of¬ 
ficers have endorsed the peti¬ 
tion. It is hoped some action will 
be taken on the petition by the 
board of aldermen when they 
meet August 15, in providing 
cover for this Brook by the most 
economical procedure possible. 

Too many tragedies have al¬ 
ready occurred elsewhere in New- 
ton, involving young children 
wandering into the water near 
their homes, the petitioners 
claim, and since Paul Brook is 
one of those areas which is par¬ 
ticularly treacherous and expos¬ 
ed, the petitioners believe the 
City should lend aid to prevent 
further tragedy by taking im¬ 
mediate steps to cover this open 
brook.

“The boys’ work is not done 
for them. It is done by them, 
with continuing training, help 
and advice from the Council. The 
idea is to help the growing boys 
help themselves, to help them de¬ 
velop the habits of self-reliance 
and individual initiative essential 
to a free people, while they are 
doing the things they like to do. 
The program carries them back 
to nature where they feel the in¬ 
dependence and thrill of personal 
accomplishment characteristic of 
the pioneer. 

“Service to the community is 
an integral part of the Scouting 
program. As an example, last 
year local scouts distributed al¬ 
most 100,000 posters and pieces 
of literature for the Community 
Chest, Red Cross and other social 
agencies. The Scouts also par¬ 
ticipate in street clean-up cam¬ 
paigns. food and clothing collec¬ 
tions, Fire Prevention Week and 
wildlife conservation programs. 

“The most popular and educa¬ 
tional phase of the program is 
camping, available to all Scouts 
who arc at least 11 years old. 
During the school year the boys

Plums A-Plenty

Take advantage of delicious 
fresh plums tp give your family 
a treat they’ll enjoy and remem¬ 
ber. This year’s crop of plums, 
r.iainly from California and 
Michigan, is about a fifth larger 
than last year’s crop and larger 
than average. Marketing special¬ 
ists of the U. S. Dept, of Agricul¬ 
ture says that plums aplenty will 
be on markets this week at rea¬ 
sonable prices. Fresh plums not 
only are good eaten out of hand 
and taken on picnics. They also 
may be cut up for chilled mixed 
fruit bowls, fruit cups or salads. 

| Plums are favorites for home¬ 
made jams. For making jam 
later, or for jellied puddings, 
whips, sherbets and cobblers, 
sweetened plum pures, canned or 
frozen, is convenient and deli¬ 
cious. The fully ripe fruit is best 
for puree.

Combine % cup sugar with 
water and plums.

Tax Rate Boost Seen As 
Personal Tax Faces Change 

Real estate taxpayers will have their total bill increased next 
year if the exemption on furniture and other household goods 
under the personal property tax law is raised to $5000, Rep. 
Howard Whitmore Jr., stated Tuesday. 

Monday the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives went along with the 
Senate to approve the raising of 
the exemption from the present 
$1000 over vigorous objections of 
representatives from cities where 
the tax is strictly enforced.

Trial Period of Parallel Parking On 
Centre Street To Take Place Shortly 

It Is understood that chairman Edward Fahey of the Street Traffic Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen will shortly issue instructions to have angle parking of automobiles on Centre street, 
between Centre avenue and Richardson street, eliminated and that a trial period of parallel parking 
in that section will be undertaken. It is expected that the proper signs, notifying motorists of the 
change, will be made within a week. 

Elimination of angle parking 
in favor of parallel parking in 
this area will mean the elimina¬ 
tion of only three parking spaces 
and should allow for a freer 
movement of traffic on this busy 
thoroughfare. If the trial period 
of parallel parking proves a 
solution to the present existing 
problem, it is likely that the en¬ 
tire part of Centre street, from 
Church street to Newton Corner 
will be restricted to parallel 
parking. 


Ample Parking Area 
It was pointed out that in 
ordering this trial, the city has 
now available between Richard¬ 
son street and Centre avenue, 
ample off-street parking facili¬ 
ties which was established at 
considerable expense to the city. 

Although the order for a trial 
period was not the direct result 
of an accident which occurred 
last Friday afternoon at this 


spot when a parked automobile, 
angle parked, suddenly shot up 
over the curb and broke a large 
plate glass window in the Hub¬ 
bard Drug store, it nevertheless 
focused attention to the existing 
situation more sharply. Fortu¬ 
nately no one was on the side¬ 
walk, which is ordinarily well 
travelled, at the time of this 
accident.

Time for Soul-Searching 

The West Point case can serve as a most 
salutory warning against the commercialism 
associated with football in our schools. The 
• stressing of gridiron victories, to the over¬ 
shadowing of sound education, has long been 
a scandal to those who believe that schools 
were intended for learning and not for the 
glorification of star athletes. The spreading 
collegiate basketball mess, and now this 
tragic incident at West Point, certainly offer 
graphic illustration of the unhealthy in¬ 
fluence that big-time athletics has exerted 
upon our colleges. 

The dismissals at West Point represent in 
effect a volcanic discharge from a simmer¬ 
ing cauldron of decay that has corroded the 
roots of our national level of public morality, 
as the headlines in our metropolitan dailies 
steadily attest.

Because there is less Ukely 
to be nausea following spinal 
anesthesia and because it pro¬ 
vides a high degree of relaxation 
in the muscles of the abdomen, 
j making the surgeons task much 
easier, spinal is the anesthesia of 
| choice in the majority of cases 
involving abdominal surgery. 

This brings forward another 
important point. It is vital that 
I the anesthetist should prepare 
fhe patient for surgery so that 
lie i* not only insensible to pain. 

| but is also relaxed. A relaxed 
1 patient means that the surgeon 
! iIops not have to struggle to 
| overcome muscular tension in 
cutting through tissue or, for ex¬ 
ample in reducing a fracture of 
the arm or leg. The patient suf¬ 
fers less operative injury when 
truly relaxed and so experiences 
less post-operative discomfort and 
can expect a more speedy recov¬ 
ery. In order to bring about this 
ideal condition, some member of 
the anesthesiology department 
| visits each patient prior to op- 
. (‘ration and writes a series of or- 
i ders for preoperative medica* 
[tion. These medications help in 
! presenting the patient to the sur¬ 
geon in the best possible phy¬ 
sical and mental condition. Some 
of the drugs help take the sharp 
i edge off of worry while others 
i help prevent excessive salivation 
which could impede the easy in- 
j ducMon of anesthesia. After 
medication, most patients are 
1 able to make the trip to the op¬ 
erating room in a relaxed frame 
of mind and without serious phy- 
sica. discomfort. 

AMogether some 16 different 
drills or medications are used 
by the anesthetist, care being 
taken, of course to select the ideal 
combination to produce the de¬ 
sired effect on the patient. The

Curare was first known to man 
as * deadly poison used on the 
tip** of blow-gun arrows by the 
South American Indians. In 
the hands of the skilled anesthe¬ 
tist. this pnralizing drug can 
work wonders. 

As an example of the perfection 
of techniques, Dr. Hunt cites the 
use of the modern anesthesia 
machine, which has virtually re¬ 
place the old, more inexact trip 
con'* method. The hospital has 10 
of these machines, each of which 
costs some $1,200. In the hands 
of the trained operator, these 
machines permit much closer con¬ 
trol over the administration of 
the anesthetic and thus allow 
much better supervision of the 
patient’s condition. 

EMERGENCY CALLS 

Because of the fact that many 
emergency calls for anesthesia 
are part of hospital routines, it is 
necessary to maintain an around 
the clock staff in this department. 
Altogether nine people carry on 
this vital service at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. The depart¬

Speaking before the Newton Rotary Club 
this week, Arthur C. Gerves. Regional Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Unemployment Services,: 
stated that while the Massachusetts tax for 11 
unemployment is now 2.9 percent. Governor 
Dever believes it should be raised to 8 per¬ 
cent but that a compromise figure of 6 per¬ 
cent will probably result. 

This, despite the fact that there is less 
unemployment in Massachusetts today than, 
has been the case for some years. The reason ! 
why tli3 tax should be increased, according 
to some sources, is because the unemploy¬ 
ment fund is practically depleted or at best 
at such a low level that it must be built up. 

All this is very logical reasoning, perhaps, 
but why has the fund reached such a low 
level? All because of the chiselers who in 
the past have been permitted to milk the 
fund to its present low level of reserve. 

And no doubt, some part of this chiseling 
has been the result, indirect at least, of poli-! 
tics and politicians. 

Now, because the fund has reached a low 
level, the industrious, hard working men and ! 
women of this state are to be asked to pay 
a higher percentage of their wages into an 
unemployment fund which has sunk to its 
present level because of chiseling and abuses 
which have been permitted to exist. 

It just doesn’t make sense, yet the indust¬ 
rious working public undoubtedly will soon 
find their “take home” pay less than it is 
now due to a system which reeks with abuse. 
When is the public going to wake up?

Wisdom’s Beginning 

In some respects there is a more cordial i 
• entente existing between youth and adults! 
today than in the more austere past when 
children were made to mind in fear and 
trembling. There is much good in today’s, 
attitudes when the young are allowed to 
grow in freedom from fear, even though 
their insouciance may bother oldsters at 
times. 

Yet there is one disturbing element in this 
unrestrained exuberance of our boys and 
girls in that they too often come to hold in j 
amused contempt the wise opinion of adultsj 
around them. Youth (ourselves a while back) 
always had an idea that it had the answers, 
but this generation seems to have ALL the 
answers and wants to jettison the tradition 
and accumulated wisdom of all that has gone 
before. 

As one observer recently commented: the 
young persons are prone to divide adults into 
two groups—hypocrites who violate the rules 
of conduct they lay down for boys and girls 
to follow, and old-fashioned fuddy-duddies 
who object to fun and good times. On the 
other hand, he said, adults too often steel 
themselves against the freshness and op¬ 
timism of youth, rejecting real gems of wis¬ 
dom solely because they come “from the 
mouths of babes.” 

It would look like a situation then where 
a meeting of minds could be effected without 
too great stress and strain, with more gen¬ 
uine regard for the thoughtful opinions of 
the young folk, ana, on the other hand, more 
respect for the experience and wisdom gath¬ 
ered in the good fight. 

After all, in the athletic arena the young 
respect the seasoned performer, the scarred 
veteran. Look at the heavyweight fight 
field today. Well, life is the greatest of all 
arenas, and its emergencies and vicissitudes 
can call forth all a person’s vitality, nerve, 
endurance, courage, ability and know-how 
in order to keep going and to maintain some 
semblance of an even keel. 

The green recruit never scoffs at the vet¬ 
eran when the machine guns start chatter¬ 
ing. He’s mighty glad to have him along¬ 
side. So don’t sell your adults short, young 
friends, for it’s a long, steep, rocky road 
ahead.

August’s Birthstone 

The birthstone for August is either the 
peridot (pronounced pair-a-doe) or the sar¬ 
donyx. 

The peridot stems from a Greek word 
which means “golden gem.” Its color varies 
from yellow to green. The most desirable 
shade is a soft delicate green, which seems 
to lose the yellow undertone at night, and 


is often incorrectly called the evening 
emerald. The most important known source 
of this gem is St. John’s Island in the Red 
Sea. 

According to one legend, reported by the 
Jewelry Industrial Council, the peridot was 
supposed to have come from the Serpent 
Isle in the Red Sea—guarded by zealous 
watchers, whose duty it was to put to death 
any unauthorized persons who appeared. 
Not even those who had a right to seek the 
gem could find the peridot in daylight. It 
was not until nightfall that it was revealed 
by its radiance. The seekers then marked 
the spot, and acquired the stones in day¬ 
light. 

Legend relates that a peridot will repel 
the terrors of the night. When set in gold, 
this lovely stone exerts greater power. For 
even greater power as protection against 
evil spirits, the stone was pierced and hung 
by the hair of a donkey on the left arm. 

The peridot is supposed to give its wearer 
a sane mind and a merciful disposition. 

The sardonyx, alternate stone for August, 
is a brownish-red, opaque gem found mainly 
in Brazil and Uruguay. It is frequently 
carved to make delicate cameos. 

Probably the most famous of the known 
sardonyx gems is a ring given to the Earl 
of Essex by Queen Elizabeth. When Essex 
was held in the Tower for execution, he sent 
the ring to Elizabeth as a sign of his peril, 
and a mute plea for help. However, the ring 
fell into the hands of his enemies, who made 
certain that the Queen never saw it and 
Essex was executed. 


Current Comment j 

It is quite possible that our present Legis¬ 
lature may wind up with the distinction of 
taking longer to do less than any previous 
General Court in the history of Massachu¬ 
setts. 

As this is written, it is impossible to fore¬ 
cast any likely end to the current legislative 
session, or to predict a date for prorogation. 
The latest date on which the Legislature 
has concluded its business in the past was 
August 31. This Legislature is almost cer¬ 
tain to sit well into September and possibly 
longer. 

If you scan its list of accomplishments, 
you find that the really major ones are com¬ 
paratively few, indeed, and that matters 
which were talked about as long ago as last 
January still remain to be settled. 

One reason above all others responsible 
for the lengthy session, which now is cost¬ 
ing the people about $15,000 each week in 
extra expense, is the political maneuvring 
on the part of both parties. 

Last week on Beacon Hill, for example, 
was taken up largely by Republican attempts 
to block the enactment of a tax program and 
to Democratic efforts to prevent any measure 
of consequence from being put to a vote. 

As far as any real progress was concerned, 
the Legislature might just as well have been 
on vacation. Stalling tactics were deliber¬ 
ately adopted by the Democratic leadership 
in the House because so many Democrats 
were absent that the Republicans held a 
voting superiority in a body whose actual 
membership is 124 Democrats and 116 Re¬ 
publicans. 

The Republicans are guilty of their own 
inconsistency because they have voted for 
numerous increased expenditures but then 
have refused to enact the taxes to meet the 
commitments they had a part in making. 
They have helped to cause an unusual mud¬ 
dle by voting to incur bills but declining to 
pay them. 

This situation stems in part from the fact 
that Governor Dever in 1949 caught the Re¬ 
publican legislators napping and put over 
what amounted to a two-year tax program. 
When the G.O.P. members woke up, they 
discovered that Mr. Dever had raised all the 
taxes necessary in 1949 and that he didn’t 
have to adopt any in 1950—a fact that did 
not handicap him a bit in his bid for re- 
election. 

The Democrats would like to do that again. 
The Republicans, having been outsmarted 
once, are determined not to let it happen a 
second time. It would suit their purpose if 
no new taxes whatever were adopted this 
year and all of. them were placed on the 
books in 1952 so they would be reasonably 
fresh in the minds of the voters when they 
go to the polls for the next State and Presi¬ 
dential election. 

Of course, the Republican position would 
be a little stronger if the G.O.P. members 
refused to commit themselves to the expen¬ 
ditures until next year. You can hardly 
justify the Republican action in voting a 
raise costing $11,000,000 for State employees 
and then refusing to provide the money to 
pay it. If they are against the tax to finance 
the salary boost, then logically they should 
also vote against the increase itself. 

The idea behind both the Democratic and 
Republican strategy is that people’s memories 
are short, that a tax enacted now' will be 
pretty much accepted and taken for granted 
a year hence and wouldn’t be a compelling 
issue in the 1952 election. 

How- this situation wall ultimately be re¬ 
solved can’t be accurately forecast right now-. 
If the Democratic leadership in the House 
could succeed in getting its entire party 
forces together for a few consecutive days, 
it probably could get through the tax legis¬ 
lation desired by the Dever administration. 

The G.O.P., of course, controls the State 
Senate by a margin of 22-18 and theoreti¬ 
cally has the votes to kill any measure it de¬ 
sires to keep off the statute books. But Re¬ 
publican discipline isn’t as good in the Senate 
as it is in the House, and there have been 
scattered indications that some G.O.P. votes 
are available to the administration when 
they are needed. 

The Democrats publicly blast the Repub¬ 
licans for playing politics and for voting for 
,an expenditure on one hand and refusing to 
pay for it on the other. Privately, however, 
they concede that if the tables were reversed 
they’d probably try to do the same thing 
themselves as, indeed, they have in the past. 
It’s all part of the great game of politics, 
but at times it can be rather wearying to th 
people.

Group leadership courses are 
featured supplemented by those 
in special skills, preparation for 
overnight hikes and outdoor ac¬ 
tivities. The girls who range in 
age from seven to 17 are of¬ 
fered many choices in various 
fields. Homemaking is a favorite 
one with the Intermediate scout, 
who also joins the Brownies and 
Seniors in international friend¬ 
ship projects such as “school¬ 
mates overseas”. One hundred 
forty-five school bags were as¬ 
sembled, packed and sent in 1950 
and the trend of interest indi¬ 
cates that such activities will 
continue in 1951. 

“To help other people at all 
times” is part of the Girl Scout’s 
promise. To keep this promise 
in 1951 scouts will participate 
in service projects such as filling 
solicitors’ kits at the Community 
Chest office, making tray favors 
and toys for hospitals, helping at 
the Girl Scout office, and enter¬ 
taining at homes for old people. 


Since the bulk of the allotment 
is used for supervisory purposes 
the girls help themselves by 
carrying out one money-raising 
project a year for funds for 
troop activities. 

Girl Scouts will learn about 
cooperation among agencies 
within the community since fa¬ 
cilities of the All Newton School, 
the YMCA, many churches, 
schools and other buildings will 
be used as meeting places for 
scout groups. Personal coopera¬ 
tion of members of the fire and 
police departments in health and 
safety programs and Boy Scouts 
who will assist in setting up 
tents at camp teach the group 
the necessity of learning to live 
helpfully in a community before 
attempting the wider fields of 
country and world. 

Dramatics and camping (en¬ 
tirely self-supporting) will con- 
tinue to be favorite activities and 
will also indicate to the girls 
that success depends upon group 


cooperation, patience, good 
sportsmanship, ability to accept 
criticism and to get on with 
other people. 

Past performance concretely 
illustrating the success of the 
program of the Newton Local 
Council Girl Scouts was the 
honor awarded a senior scout 
who was chosen 1950 alternate 
for the highest Girl Scout award, 
the Juliette Low Award, which 
is given to four girls in the 
United States each year. 

In an interesting annual re¬ 
port for 1950 the Commissioner 
writes “As one of Newton’s Red 
Feather services, the Girl Scouts 
present to their membership and 
to the community a story of 
progress. Our goal for 1951 is 
to offer Girl Scouting to every 
girl who wants to join and to 
give the Girl Scouts already en¬ 
rolled an opportunity to become 
responsible citizens. . . People 
who respect the rights of others 
and work willingly with them; 
people who are resourceful and 
self-reliant, who have imagina¬ 
tion and courage; people who 
try to live according to their 
belief in the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of men. Girl 
Scouting is helping girls to be¬ 
come people like that.”

That would not include the additional ex¬ 
pense involved in increasing the allowances 
for elderly persons now receiving more than 
the proposed minimums but who are in need 
of help because of rising living costs. 

State House observers surmise that 
the Senate ways and means committee 
will be somewhat less liberal than the 
committee on pensions are that the old 
age bill will be trimmed down, with the 
likelihood that the provision referring 
to aliens would be stricken out. It would 
cost the State about $ 9 , 000,000 a year 
if non-citizens are made eligible for old 
age help.

Groups of all ages are served 
—the youngest members are 
found in the nursery school 
group while the oldest members 
are found in the adult group of 
60 years and over. The nursery 
school is held from 8:15 to noon 
Mondays through Fridays for 38 
weeks. About 30 youngsters be¬ 
tween three and five attend the 
classes. A well-equipped play¬ 
ground is a popular spot at Pom¬ 
roy House especially during the 
period when the ten-week play 
school is being conducted. 

The adult group of "over 60" 
is an increasingly popular social 
group. The women sew, knit, or 
make scrapbooks while the men 
enjoy bridge, whist, checkers, or 
perhaps the newer game of Ca¬ 
nasta. Group singing is well- 
liked, too. Tea parties and spe¬ 
cial birthday parties add a fes¬ 
tive feeling to the get-togethers. 

The afghans, bed covers and 
scrapbooks fashioned by the 
women of the group find their 
way to Cushing Hospital in Fra¬ 
mingham and the Peabody Home 
In Newton Centre. Visits by the 
group to these institutions are 
enjoyed by hosts and guests. 

A familiar sight at Pomroy 
House are groups of teen-age 
girls busily and happily con¬ 
cocting delectable culinary mas¬ 
terpieces and fashioning smart 
and wearable wardrobes for 
themselves. Piano and dancing 
lessons, dramatics and special 


fun events add to the enjoyment 
of group participation. 

A varied program of crafts, 
dressmaking, lectures, drama, 
and social activities appeal to 
the women’s groups. A recent 
addition to the crafts classes is 
one in ceramics which is becom¬ 
ing increasingly popular. A 
Mother’s Club and Parent-Teach¬ 
ers’ Association serve as helpful 
mediums for the solution of mu¬ 
tual problems. 

Special activities throughout 
the year such as trips to his¬ 
torical and interesting spots, 
parties, and plays round out the 
life at Pomroy House. The struc¬ 
ture has been remodelled and 
renovated since it was first built 
as a rectory 130 years ago. The 
aim, however, has always been 
to keep a. homelike atmosphere. 

A summer day camp for boys 
and girls is run in cooperation 
with the West Newton Commu¬ 
nity Centre. Other coordinating 
Red Feather agencies include 
the Newton District Nursing As¬ 
sociation which aids in the 
health program; the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital which offers 
student participation; the Fam¬ 
ily Servl;e Bureau which assists 
with case work; and the All- 
Newton Music School, with pi¬ 
ano work. 

The large “family” at Pomroy 
House is capably cared for by 
a staff consisting of the execu¬ 
tive director and her assistant, 
a nursery school teacher and 
two assistants, two part-time 
sewing teachers, one for the 
women and one for the children;

as three dollars per $1,000 of val¬ 
uation. or better. 

Although many communities in 
the Commonwealth have not im¬ 
posed much, if any, personal 
property tax on their residents 
in the past, Newton, together 
with Springfield, Brookline and 


some others, have really gone 
after the tax. 

With the exemption on personal 
property increased from $1000 to 
S5000, it is clearly evident that 
these communities must find 
other sources of revenue, if pos¬ 
sible, or their tax rates must 
show a decided increase next 
year. 

In this connection. Chairman 
John D. Wright of the Board of 
Assessors pointed out recently 
that there are still many who have 
personal property in excess of 
55,000. In addition, there are 
the utilities—telephone, gas and 
light companies—W’hich would 
also contribute a good portion. 

He also pointed out that an ex¬ 
ceptional increase in building 
here might absorb the contem¬ 
plated loss of revenue from the 
personal property tax source al¬ 
though such a possibility is some¬ 
what remote. 

The special commission on tax¬ 
ation authorized by the Legisla 
ture to study Massachusetts tax 
problems had recommended out¬ 
right abolition of the personal 
property tax but after debate in 
the Legislature, it was agreed to 
raise the exemption from $1000 
to $5000 rather than wipe the law 
off the statue books entirely. 

With signing of the bill Tues¬ 
day by Governor Dever. the 
$5000 exemption on personal 
property now becomes law\

, would aid greatly in the piomo- 
tion of highway safety in this 
State. Archbishop Cushing pro¬ 
nounced a eulogy and the Rev. 
Russell H. Bishop of Newton 
Centra, dedicated the highway 
to safety. The entire program 
was arranged by Edgar F. Copell 
of Newton. 

After the ceremonies drew to 
a conclusion, Governor Dever and 
Commissioner Callahan cut the 
ribbon stretched across the high¬ 
way, officially signifying the 
opening of the new highway. 

Following this act. Governor 
Dever and Commissioner Calla¬ 
han led the cavalcade which also 
included the 86th Army Band 
from Fort Deven, old and new 
fire apparatus, military detach¬ 
ments, two bad auto wrecks on 
trailers, ambulances, a horse and 
buggy, and finally, the giant 
toad building machinery that 
helped to construct the highway. 
The cavalcade proceeded over the 
entire route to Lynnfield and 
stops were made in the various 
communities through which it 
passed, where further exercises 
commemorating the opening, 
were observed. 

Included in the cavalcade rep¬ 
resenting Newton, in addition to 
Mayor Lockwood, were local 
State officials, members of the 
Board of Aldermen, a citizens 
delegation, and a group repre¬ 
senting the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce. 

President Truman, in his tele- 
gram which was read at the cere¬ 
monies stated: 

“Hearty congratulations to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
on the achievement of another 
milestone In traffic efficiency 
through the opening of Route 
128. These limited access high¬ 
ways point the way not only to 
the promotion of traffic safety 
and the conservation of time but 
they make a distinct contribu¬ 
tion to national defense where 
they touch military installa¬ 
tions." 

j The new road permits trucks 
as well as passenger automobiles. 
It has no tolls, no billboards, 
no roadside stands, because of a 
recently enacted law. 

The new highway runs along 
a circle with a radius of approxi- 
• mately 11 miles from the center 
of Boston and forms a vital link 
in the system connecting the 
Wilbur Cross parkway in Con¬ 
necticut to the New Hampshire 
toll road. 

PLANNED IN 1939 

It was first planned in 1939 
and cuts all the main roads rad¬ 
iating north and w’est of Boston 
to provide a way around the 
congested Metropolitan area. It 
is the longest “limited access’’ 
highway in the state and some¬ 
times is called the “The Northern 
Circumferential Highway.” 

The opening of route 128 should 
relieve Newton's streets of much 
of the through traffic which en¬ 


tered the city prior to the open- 
| ing of the new route Thursday 
afternoon. In his speech at the 
dedication exercises. Mayor Lock- 
wood said, among other things: 

Today we are meeting to pay 
homage to the capable organiza* 
tion which has wrought this 
magnificent circumferential high¬ 
way. the new Route 128, out of 
countryside and suburban cities. 
In a relatively short period of 
time this capable organization 
has presented not only a solution 
to one of our greatest, traffia 
problems, but rendered it «a 
simple procedure for Newton citi¬ 
zens to reach all points north 
and south, as well as to mako 
many other Important connec¬ 
tion!! w’ith a great saving of 
time. This transportation artery 
serves Newton with great im¬ 
portance as to economy of time 
and safety and brings us closer 
to outlying sections."

SECOND OF TWO 1951 ECLIPSES of the sun. If the weather 
is clear in the early morning this Saturday, New Englanders 
who arise before the sun will see a very unusual spectacle, 
the second of two 1951 eclipses of the sun. In an annular 
eclipse the moon's umbra or dark shadow is too short to 
reach the earth. An observer at the point X sees the dark 
disc of the moon surrounded by the bright ring of the sun 
as shown at the left of the diagram. This effect is visible 
to observers along the central path of the eclipse. New 
England will not be in the central path of the September 1st 
eclipse, but they will see the unusual spectacle of the sun 
rising in partial eclipse.
